At a General Convention of Delegates Jrom the Senatorial 
Districts of the Commonwealth of Ftrgtnuz, begun and held at 
the Capiioly in the City of Richmond^ pursuant to law, on Mon- 
day ^ the fifth day of October j eighteen hundred and twenty-nine j 
and in the J^iy-fourth year of the Commonwealth^ the members 
elected having taken their seats, and a quorum appearing, 

Mr. James Madison nomiiiated James Monroe, esq. as Presi- 
dent to the Convention, who was accordingly unanimously elected. 
The President was thereupon conducted to the chair by Mr. Ma- 
dison and Mr. Marshall, and delivered the following address : 

Having served my country from very early life in all its hi^est trusts 
and most difficult emergencies, from the itiost important of which 
trusts I have lately retii«d, I cannot otherwise than feel, with great 
sensibility, this proof of the high confidence of this very enlightened 
and respectable assembly. It was my earnest hope and desire that 
a vwy distinguished citizen and friend, who has preceded me in 
several o[ these high trusts, and who had a just claini to that pre- 
cedepoe, should have taken this statioui and I deeply regret the 
eonfflderations which have induced him to decline it. The proofs 
of his very important services, and the purity of bis life, will go 
down to our latest posterity ; and his example, aided by that of 
others, whom I need not mention, will give a strong prop to our 
free system of government. I regret my appointment from another 
consideradoD, a fear that I shall not be able to discharge the duties 
of the trust widi advantage to my country. I hare never before 
held such a station, and am ignorant of the rules of the House. I 
have also keen afflicted of late, with infirmity, which still exists to 
a degree to form a serious obstacle. Being placed however here, 
I will exert my best faculties, physical and mental, such as they 
•te, at every hazak-d, to discharge its duties to the satisfaction of 
this assembly and of my country. 
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This assembly is called for the most important object. It is to 
amend our Constitution, and thereby give a new suppwt to our 
system of free republican government. Our Constitution was the 
first that was formed i^ this Union, and it has been in operation 
since. We had at this period the examples only of the ancient repub- 
lics before us : we have now the experience of more than half a 
century of this our own Constitution, and of those of all our sister 
States. If it has defects, as I think it has, experience will have 
pointed them out, and the ability and integrity of this enlightened 
body will recommend such alterations as it deems proper to our 
constituents, in whom the power of adopting or rejecting them is 
exclusively vested. 

All other republics have failed. Those of Rome and Greece 
exist only in history. In the territories which they ruled, we see 
the ruins of ancient buildings only : the governments have perished 
and the inhabitants exhibit a state of decrepitude and wretchedness 
which is frightful to those who visit them. 

On the subject of order, and the method of proceeding, I need 
say nothing to this assembly. The importance of the call, and the 
manner of election, give ample assurance that no danger need be 
apprehended on that subiect. Our fellow-citizens in the elections 
they have made, have looKed to the great cause at issue and selected 
those whom they thought most competent to its duties. They have 
not devoted themselves to individuals, but have regarded principle, 
and sought to secure it. In this I see strong ground to confide in 
the safety and success of our system. It inspires me with equal 
confidence that the result of your labours will correspond with 
their most sanguine hopes. 

On motion, the Convention then proceeded to the election of a 
Secretary, and sundry persons being in nomination, it was resolved 
to elect the said officer by ballot *, whereupon, the members having 
prepared tickets and deposited the same in the ballot-boxes, Messrs. 
Gordon^ Leigh of Chesterfield^ Doddridge^ Greeuj Morris and 
Stanard^ were appointed a committee to examine the ballots, and 
ascertain on whom a majority of votes had fallen ; the committee 
having executed the said duty, Mr. Gordon reported, that a majo- 
rity of votes appeared in favor of George W. Munford, who was 
thereupon declared duly elected. 

On motion of Mr. Doddridge, 

Resolved, that the rules of the late House of Delegates be adopt- 
ed by this Contention as rules to govern its proceedings and deli- 
berations, so far as they apply. 

On motion of Mr. M^Coy, the Convention proceeded to the 
election of a Sergeant at Arms, and sundry persons being in no- 
mination, the members prepared tickets and deposited the same in 
the ballot-boxes, whereupon, Messrs. Powell^ Cabell^ Taylor of 
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Chesterfiddj Cfamett^ Doddridge^ Morris j and CampbeU of Bed- 
fordy were appointed a committee to examine the ballots, which 
being accordingly done, Mr. PaweU reported, that a majority of 
votes were found in favor of William Randolph, who was thereupon 
declared duly elected Sergeant at Arms. 

On motion of Mr. Clopton^ 

Resolved, that the reporters for the newspapers published in the 
City of Richmond be admitted to seats for the purpose of taking 
notes of the proceedings of the Convention. 

Mr. Doddridge sixhwiued the following resolution : 

Resolved, that the Secretary of this Convention be authorised 
and required to provide the same with stationery, and that he also, 
do contract for and superintend all such public printing as shall be 
ordered by this Conventioa, on the most beneficial terms for the 
Commonwealth in his power. 

On motion of Mr. Johnsonf the same was ordered to be laid 
upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. Jofttuon, 

Resolved, that the Convention proceed to the appointment of two 
door-keepers. 

And several pieisons being in nomination for each office, the 
membera prepared tickets and deposited the same in the ballot* 
boxes to seleet the first officer ; whereupon, Messrs. Nicholas ^ 
PleiuantSy Morrit^ Tyler j Cloptan and Mason^ were appointed a 
committee to examine the ballots, which having been performed, 
Mr. Nicholas reported, that littleberry Allen had received a majo- 
rity of votes, who was thereupon declared duly elected first door- 
keeper. 

The Convention in like manner proceeded to ballot for the re- 
mainmg door-keeper, and the members having deposited their 
votes, the same gentlemen were appointed a committee to examine 
the same ; this duty being executed, Mr. Nicholas reported, that a 
majoriQr of votes appeared in favor of William W. Gray, who was 
thereupon declared duly elected second door-keeper. 

On motion of Mr. UoddridgCj the Secretary called oter the 
list of members, when the folkwing gentlemen answered to their 
names, viz :

TUESDAY, OcTOBEB 6, 1829. 

Mr. WiaiamB. GftZet, a delegate from the first, and Mr. CdUohiU 
Mennisj a delegate from the twemieth Senatorid Districts, appeared 
and took their seats. 

On motion of Mr. Doddriige^ the resolution offered by him on 
yesterday, (^^ authorising and requiring the Secretary of this Con 
venticm to provide \he same with stationery, and to contract for, and 
superintend all such public printing as shall be ordered by the 
Convention, on the most beneficial terms for the Commonwealth,'') 
was withdrawn. 

Mr. Doddridge then submitted the following resolutions, vis : 

Resolved, that a committee be appointed to take into conside- 
ration the Bill or Declaration of Rights, and to report to this Con- 
vention, whether, m their (pinion, any, and if any, what amendments 
are necessary therem. 

Resolved, that a committee be appointed to take into conside- 
ration the Legislative department of (jovemment, as establiilhed by 
the present Constitution, and to report to this Convention, either a 
substitute for the same, or such amendments thereto, as in their 
opiiuoQ ate necessary. oi„.e.., Google 
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Resolved, thtt a committee be appointed to take into considera- 

tioD the Executive department of Ctovernment, as established by the 

present Constitution ; and to report to this Convention, either a 

substitute for the same, or such amendments thereto, as in their 
opinion are necessary. 

Resolved, that a committee be appointed to take into conside- 
ration the Judicial department of Crovemment, as established by the 
fnresent Constitution ; and to report to this Convention, either a 
substitute for the same, or such amendments thefeto, as hi. their 
opini<Hi are necessary. 

Resolved, that. a committee be appointed to take into conside- 
ration so much of the Constitution as relates to the right of suf&age, 
and qualifications of persons to be elected, and to enquire whether 
any, and if ^ny, what alteriations or amendments are necessary 
therein, and to report the same, with their opinions thereon to this 
Convention. 

Resolved, that a committee be appointed to take into conside- 
ration the proper basis of representation, and the proper mode of 
apportioning representation among the people, and to make report 
thereon to this Convention. 

Resolved, that a committee be appointed to take into considera- 
tion all such parts of the Constitution, as are not referred by the 
foregoing resolutions; and to report to this Convention, either sub- 
stitutes for such parts, or such amendments thereto, as in their* 
opinion are necessary. 

Reserved, that each committee to be appointed under the fore- 
going resolutions, shall consist of members. 

0^ motion of Mr.* Doddridge, 

Ordered, that the said resolutions be laid upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. M^C&y^ the Convention then proceeded to 
the election of a printer ; and several persons being in nomination, 
the members prepared tickets, and deposited the same in the ballot- 
boxes; wheretipon, Messrs. JIf' Coy, Clopt&n and Gamettj were 
appointed a committee to examine the ballots ; which being ac- 
cordingly done, Mr. M*Coy reported, that a majority of votes were 
found m favor of Thomas Ritchie, who was Uiereupon declared 
duly elected printer to the Convention. 

On motion of Mr. WiUtm, the resolution offered by him on yes- 
terday, for the election of a Chaplain, was withdrawn ; whereupon, 
be ofiered the following as a substitute therefor, viz : - 

Resolved, that the Secretary be directed to wait on the Clergy of 
this city, and request them, by an arrangement between themselves, 
to qpen the session of the Convention each morning by prayer. 

And the question being put upon the adoption of the said sub-* 
stitute, was determined in the affirmative. 

On motion of Mr. Johman, 

Resolved, that a committee of one from each Senatorial District, 
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be appointed to enquire and report what method will be most expe* 
dient in bjringing before the House, the amendments to the Consti- 
tution which may be proposed. 

The President deferred the appointment of the said committee 
until to-morrow. 

On motion of Mr. Macracj 

Resolved, that a committee of seven be appointed to consider 
and report what rules of proceedings of the House of Delegates 
are applicable as rules of proceedings of this Convention, and what 
amendments thereof, if any, ought to be made. 

Ordered, that Messrs. Macrae^ Scott^ Johnson^ Mercer j Leigh of 
Chesterfield^ Barbour of Orange^ and Gordon^ constitute the said 
committee. 

On motion of Mr. Scott, 

Ordered, that a committee of Privileges and Elections be ap* 
pointed, to consist of seven members ; and a committee was ap- 
pointed of Messrs. Scott, Doddridge, Nicholas, Taylor of Aor- 
folk Borough, Taliaferro, Pleasants, and Baldwin. 

And then, on motion of Mr. M^Coy, the Convention adjourned 
until to-morrow 12 o'clock. 



WEDNESDAY, October 7, 1829. 

In conformity with the resolution adopted on yesterday, << that a 
committee of one from each Senatorial District be appointed to 
enquire and report what method will be most expedient in bringing 
before the House the amendments to the Constitution which may 
be proposed," the President proceeded to appoint the following as 
the said committee : Messrs. Giles, Brodnax, Marshall, Harrison, 
Johnson, Beime, Mason, Randolph, Madison, Mercer, Powell^ 
JVaylor, George, Roane, Chapman, Summers, Doddridge, Crreen, 
Tazewell, Campbell of Bedford, Townes, Pleasants, Taliij^erro, 
and Joynes. 

On motion of Mr. Johnson, the resolutions offered by Mr. Dod- 
dridge, proposing to refer to different committees the various sub- 
jects embraced by the Bill of Rights and present Constitudon of 
the State, or such amendments thereto as may be proposed, were 
taken up and ordered to be referred to the said select conunittee. 

And then, on motion of Mr. Doddridge, the CcMivention adjourn- 
ed until to-morrow 12 o'clock. 
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THURSDAY, October 8, 1829. 

Mr. Madison^ from the commitlee appointed to devise the best 
method of proceeding for the Convention, presented a report and 
resolutions, which were read as follow : 

The committee of one from each Senatorial District, appointed 
to enquire into the most'convenient mode of proceeding in bringing 
to the consideration of the Convention such amendments as may 
be proposed to the present Constitution, have had the same under 
consideration, and are of opinicm, that the most convenient method 
is to adopt th^ following resolutions, viz : 

1. Resolved, that a committee be appointed to take into conside- 
ration the BiU or Declaration of Rights, and to report to this. Con- 
vention whether, in their opinion, any, and if any, what amendments 
are necessary therein. 

2. Resolved, that a committee be appointed to take into conside- 
ration the Legislattve department of government, as established by 
the present Constitution, and to report to this Convention, either a 
substitute for the same, or such amendments thereto, as in their 
opim'on are necessary, or that no substitute or amendment is ne- 
cessary. 

3. Resolved, tiiat the Executive department of government, as 
established by the present Constitution, be referred to a committee 
to enqoire and report whether any, and if any, what amendments 
are necessary. 

4. Resolved, diat the Jiidiciri department of government, as 
established by the present Constitution, be referred to a committee 
to enquhre and report whether any, and if any, what amendments 
are tiecessary therein. 

5. Resolved, that all such parts of the present Constitution, as 
are not referred by the foregoing resolutions, be referred to a com- 
mittee to enquire and report whether any, and if any, what amend- 
ments are necessary therein. 

6. Resolved, that no original resolution offered to the Conven- 
tion, proposing any amendment to the Constitution or Declaration 
of Rights, be discussed tm its merits in the House tifi it shall have 
been referred. 

On motion of Mr. Doddridge^ 

Ordered, that the same be laid upon the table, and be printed for 
die use of the members of the Convention. 

Mr. Mercer submitted the following resolutions, intended to be 
proposed as aA amendment to the re5olutions of the select com- 
mittee, viz : 

1. Resohred, that so much of the Constitution as relates to the 
light of suffrage, be referred to a committee to consider and report 
whether any, and if any, what amendments are necessary therem. 
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2. Resolved, that so much of the Constitution as relates to the 
basis of representation, be referred to a committee to consider and 
report whether any, and if any, what amendments are necessary 
therein. 

The same being read, were, on 'his motion, ordered to be laid 
upon the table, and be printed for the use of the members of the 
Convention. 

Mr. Tazewell submitted a resoluticm, which was read as iidlows : 

Resolved, that the most expedient method of bringing before the 
Convention any amendments to the Constitution which may be pro- 
posedy will be, to take up the existing Constitution or form of gov- 
ernment of Virginia, with the Declaration of Rights, and regarding 
them for the purposes of examination and discussion merely, as a 
^an proposed and reported by a select committee, to refer ^ 
same to a committee of the whole House, there to be examined 
section after section, and to be dealt with in all other req>ects as a 
bill so referred by the House to that commitiee usually is. 

On his motion, the same was ordered to be hid upon the table, 
and be printed for the use of the members of the Conveolioii. 

On motion of Mr. J^oclnto, 

Ordered, that the Bill or Declaration of Rights, and the present 
Constitution of the State, be printed for the use of the Convention. 

Mr. Maeraej iirom the committee appobted to ascertain what 
rules of the House of Delegates are applicable to the CoDvention, 
presented a report, which was read, and being amended by the 
House, on motions severally made by Messrs. Le^h of Che^terfieldf 
Doddridge and Stanard^ was, as amended, on the question put 
thereupon, agreed to by the Convention. 

The same. as amended, is as follows: 

The committee to whom it was referred to consider and report 
what rules of proceedings of the House of Delegates are. appli- 
cable as rules of proceedings of this Convention, and what amendr 
ments therec^, if any,. ought to be made, have, according to order, 
performed that duty, and report the following as rules of proceed- 
ii^s for toAs Convention, viz : 

1. No member shall absent himself from ib/e service of the 
House without leave, imless be be sick, and unablaito attend. 

2. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the.!t^ouse, he shall rise from his seat, and without ad- 
vancing from thence, «hall, with due respect, address hiraself to the 
President, confining himsdf strictly to the point in dibate,. avoid- 
ing all indecent and disrespectful lai^uage« 

3. No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate* 
without leave. 

4. A question being once determined, must stand as the judg- 
ment of the House, and .cannot again be drawn into debate. 

5. While the President is r^porliBg, or putting ai^ qiMslioi^ 
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none shall entertain private diflcoone, read, stand up, walk into or 
out of the House. 

6. No member shall vote on any question lou(Aing his own con- 
duct in, or rights and prtrileges as armember of this Conv^tion, 
or in any other case where i^e was not preaent when the question 
was put by the President or Chairman of any committee. 

7. Every member who shall be in the House when any question 
is put, shall on a division be counted on the one side or the other. 

8. Each day, before the House proceed to any other business, 
the Secretary shall read the Ordmrs of the Day. 

9. The Secretary shaH not snSEa any records or papers to be 
tekea from the table, or out <tf his custody, by any member or odier 
person. 

IQ. A majority c^ the qaembers of the Convention shall be ne- 
cessary to proceed to business, and every question shall be deter*- 
mmed aoeording to the vote of a majority of the members present. 
Any smaller mmber shaH be sufficient to adjourn, and fifteen to caU 
a House and send for the absent, and make any order for their cen- 
sure or discbarge. 

1 1 . Wb&i the House is to rise, every member shall keep-his seat • 
until the FVesident passes him. 

12. The Joymab of the House shall be daily drawn up by the 
Secretary, and after being examined by the President, be printed, 
and one copy be delivered to die Secretary and to each monber, 
without delay. 

13. A majority of any committee shall be a sufficient number to 
{NTOceed to business. 

14. Any person shall be at liberty to sue out an origmal writ or 
subpoena in Chancery, in order to ipfe^eai a bar by the statute of 
limitatibtts, or to file any bill in EUpiity, to examine witnesses th^re* 
upon, for the sole purpose of preserving their testimony against 
any member of this House, notwithstancting bis {wivilege : provi<- 
ded, that the clerk, after having made oot, and signed such origi*- 
nai writ, shall not deliver the same to the pai^, or to any other, 
during the continuance of that privilege** 

15. Any person summoned to attend tl^s House, or any com^ 
inittee thereof, as a witness in any matter dependii^ before diem, 
shall be privileged from' arrest, during his coming to, attending on, 
or going from dbe House, <nr committee; and no such witness idiall 
be obliged to attend, until the pa^Qr, at whose request be riidl be 
summoned, do pay, or secure to imn, for his attendance, and tra- 
velling, the same allowaoce whieb is made to witnesses 'attending 
the Cieneral Court 

16. If any person shall tamper with any witness, in respect to 
hb evidence to be given m diis House, cur any committee thereof, 
or directly, or indirectly, endeavour to deter, or hinder any person 
from appeariag, or giving evideivce, the same is declared to be a 
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high crime, or nnsdemeanor ; and this House will proceed with the 
utmost severity against such ofiender. 

17. No person shaH be taken into custody by the Sergeant at 
Arms, on any complaint of aHbreach of privilege, until the matter of 
such complaint shall be examined by the committee of Privileges 
and Elections, and reported to the House. 

18. The Sergeant's' fees shall be as follows, to wit: for taking 
any person into custody, two dollars; for every day he shall be 

, detained in custody, two doUart; for sending a messenger to take 
any person into custody by warrant from the President, eight cents 
per mile tir g6ing, and the same for returning, beside^ ferriages. 

19. On a call of the H6use, the doors shall not be shut against 
any member until his name is once enrolled. 

20. When any member shall keep his seat two days after having 
obtained leave of absence, such leave shall be void. 

21 . No business shall be introduced, taken up, or ccmsidered, 
after 12 o'ckx^k, imtil the Orders of the Day shall be diqiosed oi, 

22. Any member, on his motion made for that purpose, on being 
seconded, provided seven of the members present be in favour of 
the motion, shall have a right to have the ayes and noes taken upon 
the determination of any question, provided he shall give notice of 
hb intention to call the ayes and noes before the question be put, 
and in such cAse the House shall not divide, or be counted on the 
question, but the names of the members shall be called over by 
the Secretary, and die ayes and noes jshall be respectively entered 
on the Journal, and die que^op shall be decided as a majority of 
votes shall thereupon appear: provided, that after the ayes and 
noes shall be separately taken, and before they are counted, or en- 
tered, on the Journal, the Secretary shall read over the names of 
those who voted m the affirmative, and* of those who voted in the 
negative ; and any member diall have Uberty, at such reading, to 
correct any mistake which may have been committed, in listing bis 
name, either in the affirmative or negative. 

23. The petitioner who contests the election of a member return- 
ed to serve in this ConventicD, is entided to receive his wages only 
from the day on which such petitioner is declared duly elected. 

24. Select committees. shaU be composed of some number not 
less than five, nor more than thirteen. 

25. It shaU be the rule of the House, in all cases of baUoting, 
to fill one vacancy only at a tin^. 

26. The committee of Privileges and Elections shall report to 
the House in all cases of privQege, or contested election, to them 
referred, the principles, and reasons upon which their resolutions- 
shall be founded. 

27. In all cases of baUoting for the election of any officer by 
this Convention, if, on the first baUot, no person shall have a ma- 
jcNrity of the whole number, on the second baUot the person who 
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had the smallest number of votes shall not be balloted for ; and so 
on each succeeding ballot till some person shaH have a majority of 
the whole. 

28. In all cases wherein a division of die House, on any ques- 
tion propounded from the Chair, is rendered necessary, in the 
opinion of the President, by the equaUty of sound, or required by 
the motion of any member, the members voting on the question 
which occa8ion3 such divisbn, shall be tequired to rise m their pla- 
ces; and if, on a general view of the House, a doubt still remab 
in the President, or any member thereof, on what side the majority 
is, the members shall be counted standing in their places, either by 
the President, or by two members of opposite opinions on the ques- 
tion, to be deputed for that purpose by the President. • 

29. The committee appointed to examine the ballot-boxes shafl 
count no blanks therein. 

30. The Documents ordered to be printed by the House, shall 
be prilled on paper of the same size oS the Journals of this Con- 
vention, and a copy shaH be bound up with each Journal, to be fur- 
nished to the members at the end of the session ; and it shall be 
the duty of the Primer of the House to print one hundred addi- 
tional copies of each document ordered to be printed, for the above 
purpose. 

31 . It shall be the duty of the committee of Privileges and 
Elections to examine the certificates of election furnished by the 
sberifi, in order to ascertain the members of this Convention duly 
elected, and to report thereupon. 

32. Seats within this House, such as the President shall durect, 
shall be set apart for the use of the members of the General As- 
sembly and of the £xeeutive, of the Judges of the Superior Courts 
of this State, and of the United States, and of such other persons 
as the President may think proper to invite widiin the bar. 

33. It shall be a standing rule of the House,- that the President 
be authorised to' call any member of the House to occupy th# 
Chair, and exercise the functions of President until he may resume 
the Chair ; with this proviso, that the power given by this rule shall 
not be consorued to confer on the President a right to place any 
member in the Chair of the President, for a longer period than 
one day.

The said resolution was, on the question put thereupon, agreed 
to by the Convention. 

Mr. Taylor of Ckesterfiddy from the committee appointed to tfidce 
into consideration the Bill of Rights, and such other parts of the 
present Constitution as ^e not odierwise referred, presented a re^ 
port, which was. read as follows : 

The committee to whom was referred the Bill or D^laration of 
Rights, and all such parts of the present Constitution ais are not • 
referred to the .committees on the Legislative, Executive and Judi-' 
cial departments of the Government, have had the subjects to them 
referred, under theftr con^deration, and have in part performance 
of th^ duties devolved on them, agreed upon the following reso- 
ladoD: 

Resolved, that in the opinion of this committee, the Bill or De- 
claration of Rights requires i^o amendment. 

On motion of Mr. Taylor of Chesterfield^ 

Ordered, that the same be kid upon the table. 

Mr. Harrison presented a memorial from the non-freeholders of 
the comity of Rockingham, praying an extension of the elective 
franchiae, which, on his motion, was ordered to be referred to the 
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committee appointed to take into consideration the Legislative de- 
partment of Government. 

And then, on motion .of Mr. Mercer ^ the Convention adjourped 
until to-nwrrow two o'clock.

TUESDAY^ October 20, 1829. 

Mr. Marshall^ from the committee appointed to take into consi- 
deration the Judicial department of Government, presented a re- 
port, which was read as follows : 

The committee to whom was referred the Judicial department 
of government, as established by the present Constitution, have, 
according to order, had the same under consideration, and report, 
in part, die following resolutions thereupon : 

1. Resolved, that the Judicial power shall be vested in a Court 
of Appeals, in suCh inferior Courts as the Legislature shall from 
time to time ordain and establish, and in the County Courts. The 
jurisdiction of these tribunals shall be regulated by law. The Judges 
of the Court of Appeals and of the inferior Courts shall hold 
their offices during good behaviour, or until removed in the manner 
prescribed in this Constitution ; and shall, at the same time, bold 
no other oAce; appointment or public trust : &nd the acceptance 
thereof by either of them shall vacate his judicial office. No mo- 
dification or abolition of any Court shall be cbnstrued to deprive 
any Judge thereof .of his office ; but such Judge shall perform any 
judicial duties which the Legislature shall assign him. 

2. Resolved, that the present Judges of the Court of Ap- 
peals, Judges of the General Court, and Chancellors remain in of- 
fice until the expiration of the first session of the Legislature held 
under the new Constitution, and no-longer. But the Legislature 
niay cause to be paid to such of them as siball not be. re-appointed, 
such sum as, from their age, infirmities and past services, shaU be 
deemed reasonable. 

3. Resolved, that Judges of the Court of Appeals and inferior 
Courts, except Justices ot' the County Courts, and the Alderraeoy 
Or other Magistrates of Corporation Courts, shall be elected lliy the 
concurrent vote of both Houses of the General Assembly, each 
.House votmg separately, and having a negative on the other; 
and the members thereof voting viva voce. The votes of the 
members shaU be entered on the Jounials of their respective Houses. 
Shpuld the two Houses in any case fail to concur in the election 
of a Judge, during the session, the Governor shall decide the elec- 
tion, by appointing one of the two persons who first received a 
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tnftjoriQT of votes in the Houses in which diejr were rdspeotively 
voted for. But if any vacancy shall occur, during the recess of 
the General Assembly, the Governor, or other person performing 
the duty of Governor, may appoint a person to fill such vacancy, 
who shall continue in office until the end of ihe next succeeding 
session of the' General Assembly. 

4. Resolved, that the Judges of the Court of Appe^sand of 
the inferior Courts shall receive fixed and adequate salaries, 
which shall not be diminished during their continuance in office. 

5. Resolved, that on the .creation of a^y new county, Justices . 
of the Peace shall be appointed m the first mstance As may be ^ 
prescribed by law. When vacancies • shall occur in any county, 
or it shall, for any cause, be deemed necessary to increase their 
number,' appointments shall be made by the Governor, by and with 
the advice and Consem of the S^iate, on the recommendation of 
their respective County Courts. 

6. Resolved, that the Clerks of the several Courts shall be 
appointed by their respective Courts, and their tenure of office be 
prescribed by law. 

7. Resohred, that the Judge? of the Cou|;t of Appeals and 
of the inferior Courts, ofifendiag against'the. State, either by mal- 
administration, corruption, or neglect of duty, or by any other 
high crime or misdemeanor, shall be impeachable by the House 
of Delegates; such impeachment to be prosecuted before the 
Senate. K found guilty by two^thirds of the whole S.enate, such 
persons shall be removed from office. And- any Judge so im- 
peached shall be suspended fromexercisine the functions of his 
office until his acquittal, or until the itnpeachment shall be discon- 
tinued or withdravhi. 

8. Resolved, that Judges may be removed from office by a 
vote of the General Assembly ; but two-thirds of the whole num- 
ber of each House must concur in such vote, and the caiise of re- 
moval shall be eotered'on the journals of each. The Judge against 
whom the Legislature is about to proceed, shall receive notice 
thereof, accompanied with a copy of the causes alleged for his re- 
moval, at least twenty days betore the day on which either House 
of the General Assembly shall act thereupon* 

On motion of Mr. Marshall^ 

Ordered, that the said report be laid upoB the table. 

Mr. GUes^ firom the committee appointed to take into considera- 
tion the Executive department of Govemment, presented a report, 
which was read as follows : 

The committee, appointed on the Executive branch of the Con- 
stitution, have, according to order, had under considerati6n the . 
subjects to them referred, and have come to the following resohi- 
tions thereupon : 

1. Resolved, that the chief Executive office of this Common- 
weahh ought to be vested in a (Jovemor. 
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2. Resolved, that there ought to be appointed a lieutesaot 
Governor of this CommonweaUh. 

3. Resolved, that the Exeoutive Council, as at present organ^ 
ized, ought to be aboKsbed, and that it is inexpedient' to provide 
any other Executive* Council.

t. Resolved, that the* shcoiffif of the different counties b the 
Commonwealth, shall hereafter be elected by the voters qualified 
to vote for the most numerous branch of the Legislature. " 

6* Resolved^ that the conftmissioned officers of militia compa« 
nies be nominated to the Executive by a majority of their respec- 
tive companies. 

7* Resolved, that the field officers of regiments be nomin a te d 
to the Executive by a majority^ of the commissioned oflScersef 
their respective regiments. 

8. ilesohred, that no )Nurd<Hi sball be granted m any ease Until 
after conviction or Judgment. 

On motipn of Air. CNJm, 

Ordered, diac the said report be hod uyon.tbe table, $ai that the 
said comndUtee be discfaiurged fitm the farther coosidwmon of tke 
eubjt^cts to them referred. 

Mr. JPoiMtf submitted a proposkion, intended to be ofiered as it 
substkote for the repcHt of the said. committee, which was read as 
follows: 

Resolved, that the Executive departinent of the existing form of 
government ought to be amended as follows s 

Sec 1* The Executive power idiaU be vested io.a Gov^nor. 
He shall hold his office for' : years, and be ineli^le for die 

term of yeaie thereafter : And a Lieutenant Governor 

shaU be cboaeact at the same time, for the same term and tmder like 
restrictions. 

Sec 2L The Lieutenant Governor shaU act u President of the 
Senate, but he shall have no right to vole except the Senato be 
equally divided upon any questkm ; in winch case he shall have 
the casting vote 

Sec 3. No person shall be eligible to the €^^e of Gor^nor or 
lieutenant Governor, except a citizen of this Commonwealth, nor 
any who shall not have attained the afe of years, and 

who shall not have resided yeart next preceding his 

election m tbe State. 

Sec 4. The Governor and Lieutenant Governor sbaU be ejeded 
at the times and placet d choesmg meabera of tbe most nume- 
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rou^ braockof die Legislaiur^, by fh^ voters qualtfitd to vote for 
the jnembers of the Oeaeral Assembly ; provided that the election 
shell take place throughout the Commonwealth on the same day. 
The persons respectively having the highest number of votes for 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor, shall be elected. In case 
two or more persons shall have an equal number of votes for Go- 
vernor or £tfr Lieutenant Governor, the Legislature ishall immedi^ 
ately by joint vote of both Houses, choose of the persons having 
an equal number of vqjtes for Governor or for Lieutenant GoverQor« 
the Governor or Lieutenant Governor, as the case may be.

Snc. <). The Cvovernor ai)d lieutenant Governor shall at stated 
tinges, receive for their services a compeiisation, which ahall neithei: 
be increased nor. diminished during the term for which they shall 
faav^ heen elected. 

Sbc> 7. The Governor shall have power to grant reprieves and 
pardoQS after conviction for all o&nces, except treasons and in 
4Mes of impeachment J Upon <K>nvicdon for treason,, be shall have 
fow^r to stspend the exeeution of the sentence, until the case shall 
be reported to the Legislature at its tiext session, when the Legis- 
lature may pardoiti, or direct the executioipt of .the criminal, or grant 
afarth^r reprieve. 

Sec. 8. in case of the removal of the Governor fcptn office, 
or of his death, reagnati'on, or inability to discharge the duties of 
his office, his powers and duties shall devolve on the Lieuten^JQt 
Governor; and- in case of the removal, death, or resignation, or 
like inability of the Lieutenant Governor, the Legislature may 
provide by law upon whom the duties of the Governor 6hall de- 
volve, unnl such disabilities shall be removed, or a Governor shall 
be 'elected. 

Sec. 9. The Governor shall have power to nonunate, and by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, appoint Judges of ' 
the Supreme Court or Court of Final Jurisdictiqo, and Judges of 
such inferior Courts as may from time to tifne.j!le established by 
law ; all militia officers from the rank of Colonel inclusive ; the 
Treasurer, Auditor of Public Accounts, Roister of the Land 
QfEce, and Attorney GeneraL The Legislature may by law vest 
the appointment of all other officers of tl^ (^nmionwealth, whose 
appointments are not bereki otherwise ffon/dBd for, in the Gover- 
nor alone, or in the Governor with the pdi^ce and consent of the 
Senate, or in the Courts of Law. 
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Sec. 10. Theiiovemor shall have power to fill up all vacancies 
that may happen during the recess of the Senate, by granting com- 
missions, ivhich shaU expire tft the end of the next session of that 
body. 

Sec. 11. The Crovemor shall have power to requh'e in writing 
the opmions of the Lieutenant Governor, and of the 'Attorney Ge- 
neral, upon all matters appertaining to the duties of his office. 

Se<^. 12. No pers6n, whose tenure of office depends on the 
pleasure of the Crovemor, shall be removed from office without 
the advice or consent of the Senate to such removal. But the 
Governor shall have power, at any time, to suspend such officer, 
and appoint another to discharge the duties of his office, until the 
next session of the Senate, and until their advice and consentno 
such removal shall be ascertained and*expressed. 

On motion of Mr. PowtU^ 

Ordered, that the said. proposition he laid upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. Cooktj 

Ordered, that the same be printed for the use of the Convention. 

Mr. Morgan also submitted a proposition intended to be offered 
as a substitute for the said repent of the committee, which was read 
as follows : • ' . . 

The Executive power shall be vested in a Crovemor and a Lieu- 
tenant Governor, to assist in the administration, of the afiairs of 
Govemment when required by the Governor ; and who shall act as 
Govemor in •cfase of the death, resignation, or removal of the 
Governor from office, until anodier be appointed ; and in case of 
impeachment, temporary incapacity of any kind, or absence of the 
Govemw from the -seat of Govemment, until his restoration or re- 
turn: And, if at any time there shall be no acting Govemor, 
and the lieutenant Govemor shall be impeached, or from any 
other cause not acting, the Executive authority shall devolve on; 
and be exercised by, some person appointed by law for that purpose. 

The Govemor and Lieutenant Govemor shall be annually ap- 
pointed by joint ballot of the Senate and House of Delegates, and 
their terras of office shall end on the last day of December of every 
year ; but no person shall be eligible to the office of Govemor for 
more than three years at any one time, nor again, until after he 
shaU have been out of that office four years \ and in like manner 
after the end of every three years of service. 
. The Govelrnoi shall exercise the Executive power of the Go- 
vernfnent, according to the laws of the Commonwealth, and see 
that they shall be faithftilly executed. He may, at his own dis- 
cretion, and shall, on application of a majority of the Senate or 
House of Delegates, convene the General Assembly : And he shall 
have power to grant reprieves and pardons, except where the pro- 
secution shall have been carried on by the House of Ddegates, or 
the law shall otherwise particulariy direct ; in which cases, the 
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House of Delegates shall alone liave and exercise the power of 
granting tbem : but Qo pardon shall be granted in any case until 
after judgment or conviction. 

On motion of Mr. Morgan^ 

Ordered, that the said proposition be laid upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. MoBon^ 

Ordered, that the reports from the Judiciary and Executive com* 
mittees, together with the said last proposition, be printed for the 
use^f the Convention. 

Mr. Gordon presented a petition from sundry citizens of Albe* 
marie, praying the insertion of an asticle in the Constitution, pre- 
ventiqg the Legislature from interfering with religion, or the exer- 
cise of the liberty of conscience, which was ordered to be referred 
to the committee on the Legislative Department of Government. 

And then, on motion of Mr. Doddridge^ the Convention adjourn- 
ed until to-morrow two o'clock.

A Privv Council or Council of State, consisting of four mem- 
bers, shall be chosen by joint ballot of both Houses of Assembljr,^ / 
either from their own members, oi; th'epeople at large, to assist m ^ 
the administration, of Government* Tliey shall annually choose 
out of their own members, a Lieutenant Govenjor, who, in case of

the casting vote. Two members with the Governor or Lieutenant

by them. The members of the Council shaU be elected by joint 
ballot of both Houses of the General Assembly, for* four years.

ThJ seats of the Coun- 
cillors of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the 
second year ; of the second class at the expiration of the fourth 
year ; so that one half may be chosen every second year : and 
if vacancies happen by resignation, or- otherwise, they shall be 
fiUed by joint ballot of the two Houses of the General Assembly. 
An adequate, but moderate salary, shall be settled on them, during 
their continuance in office, and they shall be incapable during that 
time, of sitting in either House of ^Assembly.

4. Resolved, that the freedom of Speech, and of the Press, 
ought to be held sacred, and guaranteed by the Constitution.

^en openk, or viva voce, and not 1^ baSot. 

0: AeaoMd, that no wm tfhaO be compdled io fre^ieiit or eup- 
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port any religious worship, place, or ministry whatsoever ; nor shall 
be enforced,.re6traine(l, molested, or burthened in his body or goods, 
nor shall otherwise su^r on account of his religious opinions or be- 
lief; but that all men shall be free to profess, and by argument to 
maintain, their opinions in matters of religion, and that the same 
shall in no wise diminish, enlarge, or affect thehr civil capacities. 
That the Legislature shall have no power to prescribe any reli- 
gious test whatever, nor to establish by law any subordination or 
preference between different sects or denominations, nor confer any 
peculiar privileges *or advantages on any one sect or denomination, 
over others; nor pass any law, requiring or authorising, any reli- 
gious society, or die people of any district within this Common- 
wealth, to levy on themselves or others, any tax for the erection or 
repair of any house for public worship, or the support of any church 
or ministry, but that, it be left free to every person to select whom 
he pleases as his reUgious instructor, and to make for his support, 
such private contract as he pleases: Provided, however, that'the 
foregoing clauses shall not be so construed, as to permit any Minister 
of the Gospel, or Priest of any denomination, to be eligible to either 
House of the Greneral Assembly. 

10. Resolved, that no bill of attainder, or e^c pat facto law, or 
law impairing the obligation of contracts, ought to be passed. 

11. Resolved, that private property ou^t not to be taken for 
public uses without just compensation. 

12. Resolved, that the members of the Legislature shall receive 
for their services a compensation, to be ascertained by law, and 
paid out of the public treasury ; but no law increasing the compen- 
sation of members of the Legislature shall take efiect until the 
end of the next annual session after the said law may have beea 
enacted.

of the whole House on the state of the Constitution.

Ordered, that the proposition some days since submitted by him 
as a substitute for the report of the committee on the Executive 
Department of Government, be referred to the said committee. 

On motion of Mr. Marskalli 

Ordered, that the committee of the whole House, to whom was 
referred the report of the committee on the Judicial Department of 
Governmeht, be discharged from the farther consideration of the 
said report, and that the same be referred to the committee of the 
whole House on the state of the Constitution. 

On motion of Mr. Leigh of Chesterfield^ 

Ordered, that all the reports made by the select committees, and 
all the propositions heretofore submitted to the Convention, intended 
as substitutes for, or amendments to, the said reports, be likewise 
referred to the said committee of the whole House on the state of 
the Constitution. 

Mr. Fitzhugh submitted the foDowing resolutions, which were 
ordered to be referred to the said committee of the whole House> 
and be printed for the use of the Convention, viz : 

1. Resolved, that the State ought to be divided once in every 

years into election districts, containing as nearly as 

possible, equal portions of white population ; and that each district 
should be entitied to one Senator and Delegates ; the for- 

mer to be elected by the whole district, and the latter to be distri- 
buted amongst, and elected by, the counties composing the district, 
as nearly as possible, in proportion to their white population. 

2. Resolved, that the power of the Legislature to impose taxes, 
ought to be so limited, as to prohibit the imposition on property, 
either real or personal, of any other than an ^*ad vahrem^^ tax ; 
and that in apportioning this tax, either for State or County pur- 
poses, the whole visible property (household furniture and wearing 
apparel excepted) of each individual in the community, ought to 
be valued, and taxed only in proportion to its value : Provided, 
however, that no individual, whose property (with the above ex- 
ception) does not exceed in value dollars, ought to be sub- 
ject to any property tax whatever : And provided, moreover, that 
the Legislature may impose on all professions and occupations, 
usually resorted to as a means of support, such tax . as may be 
deemed reasonable. 

3. Resolved, that, to prevent an unfair distribution of the reve- 
nue of the Commonwealth, the Legislature ought to be prohibited 
from making appropriations (except by the votes of two thirds of 
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the members of both its branches) to any road or canali iimil three* 
fifths of the amount necessary to complete such road or canal, shall 
have been otherwise subscribed, and either paid or secured to be 
paid as the law may direct. 

4. Resolved, that the right of suffrage ought to be extended to all 
free nude white citizens of twenty-one years of age and upwards, 
who, having been for months preceding the election, free- 

holders or house-keepers in the county where they offer to vote, 
shall, within that time, have been assessed on property (exclusive 
of household furniture and wearing apparel) exceeding m value 
dollars, or in a tax other than a property tax, of the amount 
of dollars, and shall have actually paid aU the taxes with 

which they may have been legally charged, during the current year* 

Mr. Claytor submitted the foUowing resolutions, which were or- 
dered to be referred to the said committee of the whole House, on 
the state of the Constitution, and be printed for the use of the Con- 
vention, viz ! 

1. Resolved, that the right of suffi-age belongs to, and ought to her 
exercised by, all free white male citizens of this Commonwealth, 
who have attained the aee of twen^-one years, and arie able to 
give sufficient evidence of '* attachment to, and a permanent oom* 
iQon interest with, the community." 

2. Resolved, diat nativity, or residence, within the Common- 
wealth, for a sufficient time, and the payment of all taxes imposed, 
and performance of all public duties requiijed by the laws of thb 
Commonwealth, ought to be deemed such sufficient evidence. 

3. Resolved, therefore, that the right of suffiage ought to be 
exercised and enjoyed by all free white male citizens of this Com- 
monwealth, who have attained the age of twenty-one years; except, 
] St, paupers ; 2d, persons convicted of infamous crimes ; 3d, persons 
of unsound mind ; 4tb, persons who have refused »or failed to pay 
all taxes assessed or imposed upon them by law, for the year next 
preceding any election at whiph they may offer to vote; 5th, per- 
S(ms in the military or naval service of the United States, or of this 
State ; and 6th, persons not native born citizens of this Common- 
wealth, who have not resided at least three years within the same, 
and one year in the county, city, borough or election district, in 
which they may respectively offer to vote, and been regularly as* 
sessed for taxation ; and if liable to militia duty, enroUed in the 
militia of the same : Provided, however, that this last restriction 
shall not be so construed as to deprive any person of the right of 
suffirage, who had under this Constitution previously been qualified 
to exercise the same in any county, city, borough or election dis* 
trict, of this State : And provided, moreover, that whenever any 
question arises as to the right of an individual to vote, the ^us 
prohandi shall be upon the person claimmg the right. 
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On motioD of Mr. Doddridge^ 

Resolved, that all the reports of the select committees, and tb^e 
various propositions submitted to the Convention, by the members 
thereof, intended as substitutes for, or amendments to, the said je- 
ports*, be re-printed, collectively, for the u^ of the Convention. 

Mr. Campbeii of 'Brooke j submitted resolution^, which were read 
as follows : 

1. Resolved, that .til persons now by law possessed of the right 
of sufirage, have sufficient evidence of permanent common interest 
with, and attachment to, the community, and have the right of suf- 
frage. 

2. Resolved, that all free white males of twenty-three years of 
age, born within this Commonwealth, and resident therein, have 
sufficient evidence of permanent common interest with, and attach- 
ment to, the community, and have the right of suffirage. 

3. Resolved, that every free white male of twenty-one years of 
age, not included in the two preceding resolutions, who is now a 
resident, or who may hereafter become a resident' within this Com- 
monwealth, who is desirous of having the right of suffi*age in thb 
Commonwealth, shaU, in open court, as may be prescribed by law, 
make a declaration of his intention to become a permanent resident 
in this State, and if such person shall,* six months after making such 
declcu-ation, solemnly promise to submit to and support the govern- 
ment of this Commonwealth, and if he shall not have been convicted 
of any high crime or misdemeanor against the laws of this Com- 
monwealth, such person shall be considered as having permanent 
common interest with, and attachment to, the cdnmiunity, and shall 
have the right of suffiage. 

Substitute for tKe Ut Resolution of the Report of the Judicial 

CammitiRP., • 

Resolved, that the Judicial power shall be vested in a Court of 
Appeab, and in such inferior Courts as the Legislature shall from, 
time to dkne ordain and establish. The jurisdiction of these tribu- 
nals shall be regulated by law. The Judges of the Court of Ap- 
peals and of the inferior Courts shall hold their offiqes during good 
behaviour, or until removed m the manner prescribed in this Con- 
stitution ; and shall, at the same time, hold no other office, appoint- 
ment or public trust ; and the acceptance thereof by either of them, . 
shall vacate his Judicial office.

1. Resolved, that the counties, cities and boroughs shall be divi- 
ded into wards for the apportionment of Justices of the Peace

The Senate shall consist of thirty-two Senators*; a majority of 
whom, and no less, shall form a quorum to do business ; for whose 
ebction the Stiite shall be divided, from time to time, as equally as 
may be, according to the niiniber of free white citizens, into sixteee 
districts, and at the first election there shall be two Senators chosen 
in each district; the Senator having the greatest number of votes, 
for the term- of four years, tlie other for the term of two years: 
And to keep up the succession, every second year thereafter one. 
Senator shall be chosen in each district, for the term of four 
years; but no person shall be a Senator, who shall not be a free 
white male citizen of the Commonwealth, of the age of tweoty-five 
years, and an actual resident freeholder of his district, at the drac 
of election. 
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The Holi9e of Delegates skall consist of not less than sixty-four, 
aor more Uwm eoe hundred and seventy-six Delegates, who shall be 
^>pQrtioned amoBg the people, and chosen annually, in such manner 
that (me equal sixteenth part of the whole number shall be elected 
in each Senatorial District: but no person shall be a Delegate, 
who ahaU not be a 4ree white citizen, of the age of twenty-one 
years, and an actual resident of his Senatorial District, at the time 
of election. t • 

Eaeb Hoase diall h^ve power to appoint its own officers ; settle 
its own rules of pvoeeeding ; jodge the qualifications, and determine 
the contested elections of its own members ; issue writs of election 
to supply vacancies occurring during the sessions ; originate bills ; 
and adjourn without the consent of the other; but all laws shall be 
wbol^ Approved and passed by both Houses. 

The General Assembly shall meet once, or oftener, in every year, 
lod tb^ faiembers thereof shall be exempt from arrest, and enlarged 
fipom imprisonment, in all cases except treason, feUmy or perjury, 
during their sessions', and for the term of twenty- days before and 
after : and no disqualification, prohibition or test, sfaefi ever be de« 
cUuried, knposed or required, by law, whereby to change or alter 
the eligibility of any person, qualified under this Constitution, to be 
a Senator or Delegate. But all Senators and Delegates, before 
they shall enter «upon the discharge of their duties, in presence of 
sotne person authorised to administer the same, shaJl make oath or 
solenm afiirmation, in this form, to wit : / do dedare my- 

idf to be a citizen of the Commonwealth of Virginia, owing no 
aUegiance to any foreign Power, Prince or State; and I do swear 
[or affirm) that I will be faithful and true to the said Common- 
ivealth of Virginia, so long as I continue a citizen thereof; and 
that I wiU faithfulltf, impartially and justly, according to the best 
of my skiU and judgment, perform the duties of my office of (Senator 
or i)eleg.ate) : So help we God. 

That all free white men of this Commonwealdi, are of right, and 
forever shall be, equally free and independent; and sufiage, with- 
out regard to birth, or condition of estate, being the indefeasibto 
r^;bt of evelry such efifective man, having permanent oommon into- 
rett with, and attachment to, the community, it is declared to bfkmg 
to, and, in the election <Df representatives in the General Affseesbiy, 
sIttU be exercised by, all firee white male citizens of the Common^ 
wealth, of the age of twenty-one years, who shall reside in the 
county, city or bcMrough in which they respectively pyovdse to vote, 
and shall have so readed for one whole year next heme the time 
of election, other than those who shall have failed in this Com- 
monwealth to pay any public tax or levy, or part thereof, within 
either of the two years next preceding the one in which they pro- 
pose to vote ; or paupers ; or those under judgment of felony, or 
other infamous crime; or soldiers, mariners or marines in the ser- 
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vice of the State, or of the United States: And that the ri^t of 
suffrage may be exercised only by persons disposed for the pros- 
perity and well being of the Commonwealth, there shall be a tax 
of .twenty-five' cents per annam levied on every free white man of 
the age of twenty-one years, to be collected and paid mto the public 
treasury; and the Legislature shall annually set apart lui amount of 
the property tax, equal to the whole amount of poU tax so paid in, 
and these two sums shall be annually appropriated, and constitute 
a principal fimd, always to be preserved, and vested in profitable 
stocks, or put to profitable uses, the' interest and profit whereof^ 
shaU, in the best manner, be applied every year to the education of 
the youth of Virginia.

It is due to myself to prevent all misconception of my official 
conduct. I was elected to tWs body, with the full knowledge of 
my constituents, that 1 favored reforms in the existing Constitution. 
I came here untrammeUed by instructions ; and restrained by no 
pledges. I am unfortunate, indeed, in this, that my opinions do not 
harmiMiize with those of my constituents ; but I have disappointed 
no expectatiott} violalod no eagageraent ; betrayed no trust.

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Havbg always believed, and maintained, that tlie value of re- 
preseatative government mainly depends on the principle, that re* 
presentation is only a mean, whereby the deUberate w'dl of the 
constituent body is to be expressed and effectuated, no act of mine 
&hall ever impair the^ principle^ • Had my constituents instructed 
me, on some matter of mere expediency^ or required me to per* 
form any thing, which was possible, it would have aflbrded me plea- 
sure to testify, with how cheerful a submission, I would give effect 
to their opinions, rather than my own. But they ask what is iiB- 
possible: They require me to violate my conscience, and the 
sentiments of filial devption, which I owe to my country. 

Believing, (as I conscientiously do,) that the measure I am in- 
structed to support, is hostile to free institutions ; destructive of 
I equality of right among our citizens ; and introducttve of a princi- 
ple, that a minority, on account of superior wealth, shall rule the 
majority of the qualified voters of the State, I should be guilty 
of moral treason against the liberty of my native land, if I allowed 
myself to be the instrument by which this mischief is effected. In 
this state of mind, by executing the wishes of my constituents, i 
should justly subject myself to their reproaches, for my baseness ; 
and to the more insufferable reproaches of my own conscience. 

One mode only remains to reconcile niy duties to my constitu- 
ents, to the higher and more sacred duties I owe to myself) and my 
country : It is to resign the ofiice, which they conferred upon me; 
and thereby to enable my colleagues to select a successor, who, 
more fortunate than I am, may give effect to their wishes, withoHt 
violating any sentiment of private or public duty. 

Allow me to ask, that this letter may have a place on your Jour- 
nal. Forgive the feeling, which prompts this request. If any eye 
shall hereafter read my humble name, I wish, that the same page, 
which records my retirement from your service, may also record 
the motives (mistaken perhaps, but not unworthy) which. occttp 
sioned it. 

I leave the Convention, Sir, with sentiments of profound respect, 
and veneration for the virtue and talent, which ennobje, and adorn 
it* My heart will still attend your councils ; and I shall not ceaae 
to supplicate the Almighty, that He may so inspire and direct them, 
that Virginia may be regenerated, united, free and happy.

That' representation in the House of Delegates be apportioned 
as follows : 

The twenty-six counties lying west of the Alleghany shall have 
twenty-six Delegates ; 

The fourteen counties lying between the Alleghany and Blue 
Ridge shall have twenty-three Delegates ; 

The twenty-nine counties lying east of the Blue Ridge and above 
tide-water shall have forty-two Delegates ; 

And the thirty-six counties and four- towi^ lying on tide-water 
shall have thirty-five Delegates. 

No more new counties shall ever be formed of the territory ly- 
ing east of the Blue Ridge of mountains — ^but the Legislature may 
in its discretion, from time to time, a majority of the whole numbo* 
of both Houses concurring, whensoever the increase of the popula- 
tion of the country west of the Blue Ridge and the more conve- 
nient administration of justice and police may require, form new 
counties, not exceeding eight, out of the territory west of the Blue 
Ridge, and whenever any such new county shall be formed, an- ad- 
ditional Delegate shall be allowed to the country west of the Blue 
Ridge. 

And the Legislature, havmg regard to the relative state of the 
population of the respective counties, cities and towns, and three- 
fifths of both Houses always concurring, may, at any time,^ form 
two or more contiguous counties into one district, for the electioa 
of one Delegate; and may allow one or more additional Delegates 
to any county, city, town or district, so that none shall ever be al- 
lowed niore dian four Delegates; and may reduce the number of 
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Delegates which may or shall be allowed to any county, city or 
town, to which more than one Delegate m^y in the first instancei 
l^e diowed, so that each be allowed at least one : Provided, that 
the number of the House of Delegates shall never exceed one 
hundred and fifty. 

Mr. Codke submitted the following proposition, which being read, 
was ordered to be referred to the committee of tiae whole Conven- 
tion, and be printed for the use of the members thereof : 

Resolved, that in the opinion of this committee, the Legislative 
Department of the Government of this Commonwealth should con- 
sist of a Senate containing thirty-six, and a House of Delegates 
containing one hundred and twenty members. 

That the principle of representation in the House of Delegates 
should be the equal representation, as nearly as may be, of tho free 
white people in every part of the Commonwealth. 

That the principle of representation in the Senate should' be the 
equal representation, as nearly as may be, of all free persons taken 
in connection with three-fifths of all other persons, in every part of 
the Commonwealth ; or, in other words, the equal representation; 
throughout the Commonwealth, of what is familiarly called ^ Fe- 
deral numbers." 

That an apportionment should be made, as soon as may be, af- 
ter- the next Census which shall be taken under the authority of 
the United States, of the members of the two Houses respectively, 
on the principles above stated, throughout the Commonwealth. 

That in default of a Census by the Government of the United 
States, m 1830, or at any future Constitutional period, it should be 
the duty of the Legislature to cause a Census of the population of 
this Commonwealth to be taken, as soon as may be after such 
default shall occur. 

That it should be (competent to the Legislature to substitute a 
Census made under die authority of the State, for the Federal 
Census, if the la^er, after it shall have been taken, shall be consi- 
dered by the Legislature as inaccurate or imperfect: provided, 
however, that the next ensuing Federal Census, or that of 1830, 
shall be definitively taken, as the basis of the first apportionment. 

That there should be, as soon as may be, after the organization 
of the Government under any new Constitution, or any amended 
Constitution which shall be adopted by the people of Virginia, on 
the recommendadon of this Convention, and at the expiration of 
every ten years thereafter, an assessment of all the lands subject to 
taxation, within the limits of the Commonwealth. 

Mr. Campbell submitted«the following proposition, which being 
read, was ordered to be referred to the committee of the whole 
Convention, and be printed for the use of the members thereof : 

1 . The whole State shall be divided into one hundred Delegate 
districts, and twenty-four Senatorial districts, after each and every 
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Cenawh ^coorimf; to the white populfttkn^ w that the Houae «f 
IMbgiiles aod tbe Sepate shall never exceed togethec, more than 
one hiftidjred and twenty-four members. 

2- The taxes imposed upon every species of property shall be 
ad valorem^ and on a fixed ratio between real and personal pro- 
perty. 

$. The appropriations of the revenue for any other purpose 
thap the paymient of the expenses of Government, for any improvei- 
meott east or west of the Blue Ridge, shall be always m exact 
prG|)ortion to the amount of taxes paid by the citizens east and 
west of that ridge of mountains. 

4. The revenue resulting from any improvements which diall 
hereafter be made in the east or the west, shall belong to that section 
of the State in which said improvements are made. 

5. Any roads which may be made'ovdr the Blue Ridge mountain, 
shall be made at the expense of the whole State, in equal propor- 
tion to the taxes paid by the eastern and the western divisions of the 
Stat^; and the tolls thence accruing, shall in the same proportioD 
^ distributed between the east and the west. 

Mr. Mar$haU submitted a calculation for the arrangement of the 
representation in both branches of Uie Legislature, which, on mo* 
tion of Mr. JSTicholasj was ordered to be referred to the committee 
of the whole Gomrention, and be printed for the use of the mem- 
bers djereof. 

A motion was made by Mr. Jahnsony that the committer of the 
whole Convention be discharged from the consideration of the va^ 
rious propositions just referred to the said conunittee, and that the 
same- be referred to a committee of seven, and the question beiog 
put thereupon, was determined in the negative. 

On motion of Mr. Nicholas^ 

Resolved, that a committee of three be appointed to enquire in- 
to the expediency of providing other accommodntions foar the Con- 
vjention. 

Ordered, that Messrs. M'icholasj Johnson and Leigk of Chester^ 
jielc^constijbute the said committee. 

The Order of the Day being read, on motion of Mr. Mercer, 
^6* Convention r^selved itself into a committee of the whole Con- 
Teotiqn, on th^ state of the Constitution, Mr. SUmard in the ehair ^ 
and afler some time spent therein, the Presidmt resumed tho 
thair, and Mr. Stanard reported, that the said committee had, ac- 
cording to order,, taken into consideration the subjects referred ta 
them, but had made no farther progress.

Resolved, that each county ought to be divided into wards, so* 
&at there shall be not less than three, or more dian seven, in any 
one county : that there ought to be elected in each ward, by the 
voters qualified to vote for members of the House of Delegatesi 
one commissioner ; and that the commissioners elected in th^ se- 
veral wards, ought to form a board of police for their respective 
counties^ 

Resolved, that the commissioners of police ought to go out of. 
office, one at the end of each year, to be determined in the first 
instance by lot ; and that successors ought to be elected by their 
respective wards, to serve tor a number of years equal to the num* 
ber of commis^oners in such county ; so that one commissibner of 
police may be chosen in each county at every annual election. 

Resolved, that the boards of police ought to be charged with the 
superintendence and direction of the fiscal concerns of their respec* 
tive counties^ with power to assess, levy, and cause to be collected^' 
all local, county, or ward taxes, and to direct the disbursement of 
the same ; to superintend all provisions and expenditures for the 
siipppiFt of the poor ; and that the opening, preserving and im- 
proving of the public roads, and other highways, with the erection df 
bridges, and other public structures, ought to be oonfided to the 
boards of police.

It is supposed, that as the Legislative will meet on Monday, k 
will not be practicable for the Convention to continue their sittings 
in the Hall of the House of Delegates. Acting under this impres- 
sion, tiie committee next turned its attention to various buildings 
in the city, but soon found that no other building would afford the 
necessary accommodations but some one of the churches in the 
eity. Having examined the new Presbyterian church on F street, 
the committee are of opinion, that it is well suited to the object in 
view. Under this impression, they made application to the Rev. 
Mr. Armstrong, and through him to the trustees of the church, to 
ascertain whether it could be obtained. The committee beg leave 
to state, tiiat their application was received in a gratifying manner, 
and that the trustees, as well as the pastor of the church, evinced 
the greatest promptitude and liberality in afibrding the Convention 
any accommodation in their power. The subject was referred to 
a committee of the trustees of the church, who, in a meeting vrith 
this committee, expressed their willingness that the Convention 
should l^ave the use of their church ; but with an understanding, 
that all the lo^er floor of the church be appropriated to the use of 
the Convention, of ladies, and such persons as Ae President, under 
the established rules, may admit to seats on the first floor : The 
galleries, which are large and commodious, to be appropriated to 
visitors' generally. The above arrangement the trustees supposed ' 
to be calculated to guard the church agamst injury; but as the 
building \s recendy finished at a great expense to the congregation, 
the trustees expect, that in case it sustain injury, it shall be retailed 
by ^e Convention, or under its authority, in as good a condition as 
it may be received by it. The trustees are also desirous that huck- 
sters and other venders, should not be admitted into tiie church or 
the anti-chamber to the same, for the purpose of selling or disposing 
of the articles in which they deal. 

The committee submit to the Convention the propriety of adapt- 
ing the followiug resolutions :

The committee of the whole Convention have, according to 
order, had under consideration the reports of the several select 
committees, on the different Departments of Government, the De- 
claration of Rights, fee. together with several resolutions and pro- 
positions to them referred, and have made several amendments to 
the said reports, which they.beg leave to submit. These amend'* 
ments are as follow, viz : 

Amendments to the Report of the Committee on the Legislative 
Department. 

First — Strike out from the word " Constitution," in the third line 
of the third resolution, to the end of the resolution, and insert, 
"and shall be extended, 1st, to every free white male citizen of 
the Commonwealth, resident therein, above the age of twenty-one 
years, who owns, and has possessed for six months, or who has 
acquired by marriage, descent cwr devise, a freehold estate, assessed 
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to the value of not less than dollars, for the payinent 

of taxes, if such assessment shall be required by law ; 2d, or who 
shall own a vested estate in fee, in remainder or reversion, in land, 
the assessed value of which shall be dollars ; 3d, or 

who shall own, and be himself in actual ocQupation of, a leasehold 
estate, with the evidence of title recorded, of a term originally not 
less than five years, of the annual value or rent of dollars ; 

4th, or who for twelve months next preceding, has been a house- 
keeper and head of a family within the county, city, borough, or 
election district, where he may offer to vote, and who shall have 
been assessed with a part of the revenue of the Commonwealth 
within- the preceding year, and actually paid the same: Provided, 
nevertheless, that the right of suffrage shall not be exercised by 
any person of unsound mind, or who shall be a pauper, or a noD* 
commissioned officer, soldier, sailor or marine, in the service of the 
United States, or by any person convicted of any infamoos crime.** 

8. Resolved, that it ought to be provided in the Consdtutioii, 
that in all elections in this State to any office, or place of trust, 
honor or profit, the votes should be given openly, or viva voce^ and 
not by ballot.

The proTiso in the same resolution having been read, in the fol- 
lowing words : ^ Provided, nevertheless, that the right of «uffi*age 
shall not be exercised by any person of unsound mkid, tx who 
shall be a pauper, or a non-commissioned officer, soldteri sailor or 
marine, in the service of the United States, nor by any person con- 
victed of any infamous offence ; nor* by citizens bom without the 
Commonwealth, unleds (bey shall have resided tberem for five 
years immediately preceding the election at which they shall ofier 
to vote, and two years preceding the said election, in the county, 
city, borough, or election district, where they shall offer to vote. 
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(the mode of proving such previous resideace, when disputed, to 
be prescribed by law,) and shall possess, moreover, some one or 
more of the qualifications above enumerated." 

Whereupon, Mr. Clayior moved, that so much of the said pro- 
viso as is contained between the word '^ oflfence," in the 28tb hne, 
to the end of the proviso^ be stricken out ; which, upon the ques- 
tion being put, was agreed to by the Convention. 

And as to the residue of the said proviso, the question being put 
on striking out the same, it was determined in the negative. 
Mr. fViUon then submitted the following amendment : 
" Resolved, that every free white male citizen of this Common- 
wealth, of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, who shall have 
resided in the Stale two years, and in the county where he pro- 
poses to vote, one year next preceding the time of offering such 
vote ; who shall have been enrolled in the militia, if subject to mi- 
litary duty ; and who shall have paid all levies and taxes assessed 
upon him or his property, for the year preceding that in which he 
offers to vote, provided such taxes shall have been demanded of 
him, shall have a right to vote for members of the General Assem- 
bly : Provided, that no person shall be permitted to exercise the 
right of suffrage, who is a pauper; who is of unsound mind; who 
has been connoted of any infamous crime; or who shall be a non* 
commissioned officer, or private soldier, seaman or marine, in the 
regular service of the United States, or of this Commonwealth. 
And the Legislature shall prescribe. the mode of trying and deter- 
mining disputes concerning the said qualifications of voters, when- 
ever the right of a person to vote shall be questioned."

than five years, of the annual value or rent of 20 dollars — and 
every such citizen, who for twelve months next preceding, has been 
a house-keeper apd head of a family, within the city, county, bo- 
rough or election district, where he may offer to vote, and shall 
have been assessed with a part of the revenue of the Conmion- 
wealth, within the preceding year, and actually paid the same — 
and no other persons — shall be qualified to vote for members of the 
General Assembly, in the county, city or borough, respectively, 
wberem such land lieth, or such house-keeper and head of a family 
liveth — and in case of two or more tenants in common, jointenants, 
or parceners, in possession, reversion or remainder, having interest 
in Mmd, the value whereof shall be insufficient to entitle them all to 
vote, they shall together have as many votes as the value of the 
land shall entitle them to; and the Legislature shall by law provide 
the mode in which their vote or votes shall in such case be given :

General Assembly." 

The said amendments were agreed to by the House. 

The eighth resolution of the report of the' Executive Committee, 
was read as follows : 

<< Revived, that no pardon shall be granted in any case, until 
after conviction or judgment." 
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And Aereapon the question being put upon agreeing with the 
committee of the whole in their amendment to said resolution, which 
was to strike out the word *^ Resolved," so as to destroy the said 
resolution, the said amendment was agreed to by the House. 

The ninth amendment of the committee of the whole, was then 
read as follows : 

^* Resolved, that the Governor and lieutenant Governor shall be 
chosen from sucK persons only as ace native citizens of tlie United 
States, who have attained the age of thirQr years, and have been 
cidsens of the State during the five years immediately preceding 
the election." 

The tenth amendment of the same committee, was then read as 
follows : 

'^ Resdved, that both the Governor and Lieutenant Governor 
shall receive for their services a compensation^ to be determined by 
law, and to be. neither increased nor diminished, during the term 
for which they shall have been elected, and they shall be liable to 
be impetehed and removed from office, for treason, bribery, or 
other crimes or misdemeanors." 

The eleventh amendment proposed by the saime eommittee, was 
read as follows : 

'' Resolved, that it shall be the duty of the Oovemor to execute, 
or cause to be executed, all the laws of the Commonwealth; to 
communicate to the Legislature, at every session, the condition of 
the State, iuid to re^Sknmend to their consideration, such measures 
as he may deem expedient. He shall also be Commander*in-Chief 
of the land and naval forces of the State; shall have power to con- 
vene the Legi^ture, when in his opmion the interests of the State 
may require it, or on' application of a majority of the members of 
the House of Delegates. To fill vacancies occurring during the 
recess of the Legislature, in offices, the appointment to which is 
vested in the Legislative body; to grant reprieves or pardons, ex- 
cept where the prosecution shall have been carried on by the House 
of Delegates, or the law shall otherwise particularly direct; and to 
conduct, either in person, or by such agents- as the Legislature may 
designate, all negodations and correspondence with otiier or foreign 
States." 

Whereupon, on motion of Mr. Upshur ^ the same were laid upon 
the table.

The. further amendments of the committee of the whole to the 
report of the Executive Committee, were then read as follows : 

" Resolved, that the Governor and Lieutenant Governor shall be 
chosen from such persons only as are -native citizens of the United 
States, who have attained the age of thirty years, and have been 
citizens of the State during the five years immediately preceding 
the election. 

"Resolved, that both the Governor and Lieutenant Governor 
shall receive for their services a compensation to be determined by 
law, and to be neither increased nor diminished, during the term 
for which they shall have been elected, and they shall be liable to 
be impeached and removed from oflSce, for treason, bribery, or 
other crimes or misdemeanors." 

On motion of Mr. Doddridge^ the said amendments were seve- 
rally amended," by striking out the words " Lieutenant Governor.*' 

A further amendment of the committee of the whole, to the re- 
port of the Executive Committee, was then read as Mows : 

" Resolved, that it shall be the duty of the Gov<Jrnor to execute, 
or cause to be executed, all the laws of the Commonwealth; to 
communicate to the Legislature, at every session, the condition of 
the State, and to recommend to their consideration, such measures 
as he may deem eltpedient. He shall also l?e Commander-in-Chief 
of the land and oaval forces of the State j shall have power to con- 
vene the Legislature, when in his opinion the interests of the State 
may require it, or on jipplication ot a majority of the members of 
the House of Delegates. To fill vacancies occurring during the 
recess of the Legislature, in offices, the appointment to which is 
Tested in the Legislative body ; to grant reprieves or pardons, ex- 
cept where the prosecution shall have been carried on by the House 
of Delegates, or the law shall otherwise particularly direct; and to 
conduct, either in person, or by such agents as the Legislature may 
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designate, all negotiations and correspondence with other or foreign 
States." 

Mr. Fitzhugh moved to amend the said amendment, by strikmg 
out the following words, to wit : " to fill vacancies occurring during 
the recess of die Legislature, in oflSces, the appointment to which 
is vested in the Legislative body," and to insert, " to appoint per^ 
sons to fill the vacancies occurring during the recess of the L^is- 
lature, in offices, the appointment to which is vested in the L^is- 
lature : provided, that such persons, unless re-appointed, shall coo- 
tinue in office only until the end of the next succeeding sesskm of 
the General Assembly." 

And the question being put thereupon, was agreed to by the 
House. 

The question then recurred upon agreeing to the said amend- 
ment of the committee of the whole, as amended, and was concitf- 
red in by the House. 

Mr. Stuart now moved tliat the House take up for consideratioot 
the resolution proposed by him, and laid upon the table. 

Mr. Henderson moved that, the said reso;Jution be noWread, which 
was read as follows : 

Strike out all after the word " Resolved," and insert, ** that in 
order to provide for the future equalization of representation, the 
Legblature shall, in the year 1840, and every ten years theredter, 
make provision by law for ascertaining the whole number of quali- 
fied voters within the Commonwealth ; and shall apportion the repre- 
sentation among the four districts follqwing, to wit : 1st, the country 
west of the Alleghany; 2d, the country between the Alleghany and 
Blue Ridge ; 3d, the country between the Blue Ridge and tide 
water; and 4th, the country thence below; according to the num- 
ber of qualified voters contained in each district, respectively; and 
fihall, in distributing the members to which each oi said districts 
shall be entitled, secure as far as possible, at least one member to 
each county ;"provided, that the number of tMfe House of Delegates 
shall never exceed 140, nor that of the Senate 36." 

Upon the suggestion of Mr. Johnson^ Mr. Stuart withdrew his 
said motion. 

The House tlien proceeded to the consideration of the report of 
the Judicial Committee. 

The first resolution was read as follows : 

" Resolved, that the Judicial power shall be vested in a Court 
of Appeals, in such Inferior Courts as the Legislature shall firom 
time to time ordain and establish, and in the County Courts. The 
jurisdiction of these tribunals shall be regulated- by law. The 
Judges of the Court of Appeals, and of the Inferior CourtSi shall 
hold their offices during good behavfour, or until removed in the 
manner prescribed by this Constitution ; and shall at the s?une time 
hold no other office, appointment or public trust ; and the accep- 
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tance thereof hj either of them, shall vacate his Judicial office. 
No modification or abolition of any Court, shall be construed to 
deprive any Judge thereof of his office, but such Judge shall per- 
form any Judicial dudes which- the Legislature shall assign him.'* 

And thereupon, the question being put upon agreeing with the 
committee of the whole in their proposed amendments to the said 
resolution, which were to insert, ifi the first line, after the article 
** a," the word " Supreme ;" and in the fourth line, after the word 
" Courts," " and in the Justices of the Peace who shall compose 
the said Courts. The Legislature may also vest such jurisdiction 
as shall be deemed necessary, in Corporation Courts, and in the 
Magistrates who may belong to the corporate body.** 

The said amendments were agreed to by. the House. 

Mr. Bayly then moved to amend the ^d resolution, by striking 
out these words : << and in the County Courts, and in the Justices 
of the Peace who shall compose the said Courts.** 

Mr. Henderson moved to amend the amendment, by striking 
out the definite article " the,*' before the words " County Courts." 

And the question being put thereupon, was determined in the 
negative. — ^Ayes 40, Noes 56.

Consti- 
tution, and shaH at the same time hold no other office, appointment, 
or pubhc trust; the acceptance thereof, by either of them,- shall 
vacate his Judicial t>ffice. No modification or abolition of any 
Court, shall be construedto deprive any Judge thereof of his office, 
but such Judge shaU perform any Judicial duties which the l^^is- 
lature shall assign him."

before the same shall be sent on to the Executive : and if tiie quali- 
fied <voters of said ward shall disapprove of said nomination, soeh 
voters shall have power, a majori^ of them concurring, to noau« 
nate some other person for said office, which nomination shaU be 
returned to the County- Court, and be sent on to the Executive, 
together with the nomination made by the said Court. And the 
Executive shall appoint either of the persons so nominated, as may 
be deemed proper : Provided, that the person to be nominated bjr 
the County Court, or by any ward, shall be a resident citizen of 
the coun^, but need not be a resident of the ward for whidx he 
shaD be so nominated."

Tbe Legishoure may also vest such jurisdiction as shall be deemed 
necessary, in Corporation Courts, and in the Magistrates who may 
belong to the corporate body. The jurisdiction of these Courts 
shall be regulated by law. The Judges of tbe Court of Appeals, 
and of the Inferior Courts, shall hold their offices during good be- 
bavioor, or until removed in tbe manner prescribed in this Const!* 
tution, and shall at the same time bold no other office, appointment, 
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or public trust; arid the acceptance thereof, by either of than, 
shall vacate his Judicial office. No modiBcation or aboKtion of any 
Court, shall be construed to deprive any Judge thereof of his office, 
but such Judge shall perfawn any Judicial duties which the Legis- 
lature shall assign him." 

Mr. Cabell moved to amend the said resolution, by adding thereto 
the folbwing : " But if no Judicial duties are assigned him by the 
Legislature, he shall receive no salary in virtue of said office."

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MONDAY, January 4, 1830. 

The Convention met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Madiion, from thp Select Committee appointed to prepare 
and report either a new Constitution, or amendments to the exist- 
ing one, presented the foUowing Report : . 

The Select Committee, to whom the several resolutions of the 
Convention were referred, with instructions to prepare and report 
either a new Constitution, or amendments tb the existing Constitu- 
tion, and to report anr apportionment of the representation in 'the 
Senate and House of Delegates, among the several counties, cities, 
boroughs and districts of the Commonwealth, conformably with the 
resolutions to them referred, respectfully report the following forni 
of an amended Constitution : 

Whereas the Delegates and Representatives of the good people 
of Virginia, in Convention assembled, on the twenty-ninth day of 
June, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and 
seventy-six : Reciting and declaring, that whereas, George the third, 
King of £rreat -BHtain and Ireland, and Elector of Hanover, before 
that time entrusted with the exercise of the kingly office in the 
Government of Virginia, bad endeavoured to pervert the same into 
a detestable and insupportable tyranny, by putting his negative on 
laws the most wholesome and necessary for the public good ; by 
denjring his Grovemors permission to pass laws of immediate and 
pressing impfHlance, unless suspended in their operation for hb as- 
sent, and when so suspended neglecting to attend to them for many 
years ; by refusing to pass certain other laws, unless the persons to 
be benefited by them would relinquish the inestimable right of re- 
presentation in the Legislature ; by dissohring legislative assemblies 
repeatedly and continually, for opposing with manly firmness his 
invasions of the riehts of. the people; when dissolved, by refusing 
to call others for a long space of time, thereby leaving the political 
sjrstem without any legislative head ; by endeavouring to prevent 
the population of our country, and for that purpose obstructing the 
laws foi; the naturalization of foreigners; by keeping among lis, in 
time of peace, standing armies and ships of war; by affecting to 
render the ipilitary independent of and superiour to the civil power; 
by combining with others to subject us to a foreign' jurisdiction, 
giving his assent to their pretended acts of legislation, for quarter-! 
ing large bodies of armed troops among us, for qutdng off our trade 
with all parts of the world, for imposing taxes on us without our 
consent, for depriving us of the benefits of the trial by jury, for 
transporting us beyond seas to be tried for pretended offences, for 
suspending our own Legislatures and declaring themselves invested 
with power to legislate for us in all cases whatsoever ; by plunder- 
ing our seas, ravaging our coasts, burning our towns, and destroy- 
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ing the lives of our people ; by inciting insurrections ef our £bHow 
subjects with the allurements of forfeiture and confiscation ; bjr 
prompting our negroes to rise in arms among us, those very ne- 
groes, whom by an inhuman use of his negative he had refused us 
permission to exclude by law; by endeavouring to bring on the in- 
babitanls of our frontiers, the merciless inclian Mvages, whose koom 
rule of warfare is an undistinguished destruction of all ages, sexes 
and conditions of existence ; by transporting a large army, of foreign 
mercenaries, to complete the work of death, desolation and tyranny, 
then already begun with circumstances of cruelty And perfidy un* 
wertl^ the head of a civilized nation; by answering our repeated 
petitions for redress with a repetition of injuries ; and finally, by 
abandoniog the helm of government, and declaring us out of ]m 
allegiance and protection : by which several acts of misrule, the 
government of this country, as before exercised under the Crown 
of Great Britain, was totally dissolved : Did,- therefore, having ma- 
turely considered the premises, and viewing with great concern the 
deplorable condition, to which this .once happy country would be 
reduced, unless some regular adequate mode of civil polity abouhl 
be speedily adopted, and in .compliance with the 'reoon^naeodatiot 
of the General Congress, ordain and declare, a form of govemmeit 
of Virginia : 

And whereas the General Assembly of Virginia, by an act passed 
on the tenth day of February, in the year of our Lord one thou* 
sand eight hundred and twenty-nine, entitled, an act to organize a 
Convention, did authorise and provide for the election^ by the peo- 
ple, of Delegates and Representatives, to meet and assemble, in 
General Coavention, at the Capitol in the City of Ridunond, oq 
the first Monday of October in the year last aforesaid, to oonsider, 
discuss and propose, a new Constitution, or alterations and amend* 
ments of the existing Constitution of this Commonwealth, to be sub- 
mitted to the people and to be by them ratified or rejected : 

We, therefore, the Delates and Representatives of the good 
pec^ of Virginia, elected and in Convention assembled^ in piur- 
siiance of the said act of Assembly, do submit and propose to the 
people, the following amended Constitution and Form of Govern- 
ment for this Commonwealth, that is to say : 

L The Legislative, Executive and Judiciary Departments, sbaU 
be separate and distinct, so that neither exercise die jpowers pro- 
perly belonging to either of the Others ; nor shall any person exer- 
oise the powers of more than one of them at the same time, except 
that the Justices of the County Courts shall be eligible to ritber 
House of Assembly. , .

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IV. The otfaer House of the General Assemblj shaB be ciBed 
tbe Senate, and shall consist of thirty-two members, of whom thir* 
teen shall be chosen for and by the counties lying West of the l^oe 
RMge of mountains, and nineteen for and by the counties, cities, 
towns and boroughs lying East thereof; and for the election of 
whom, the counties, cities, towns and boroughs shall be divided into 
thirty-two districts, as herein after provided. Each county of die

*!fhe Convention met pursuant to adjournment. 
The President presented to the Convention a memorial from 
Alexander Smyths Esq. which was read as follows : 

To the Convention of the Commonwealth of Virginia, the Memo^ 
rial of Alexani^er Smyth, represents : 

That he has seen ^ copy of an amended Constitution, proposed 
by a committee of your body, in which is the following clause : 
" No person shall be eligible to the ofBce of Grovernor, unless he 
shall have attained the age of thirty years, shall be a native citizen 
of the United States, and shall have been a citizen of this Com- 
monwealth for five years next preceding his election." 

Your memorialist was bom m a small island in Europe, called 
on miq^ Rathlin, by some writers Ratberin, and celebrated as the 
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asjrluro of Robert Bruce ; be was brought to Virgkiia a cbOd m 
1775, and bred in that Commonwealth ; he was a member of the 
Legislature of* Virginia in 1792, 1796, 1800, 1804, 1805, 1806, 
1807, 1808, 1816, 1827, and is now serving his eleventh session 
as a member of the Congress of the United States, from Yirginia. 

Your memorialist has no desire to fill the office of Governor of 
the Commonwealth of Virginia ; but he would feel aggrieved by an 
enactment declaring him (who has been fifty-four years a citizen 
and inhabitant, and is the grand-father of sixteen native Virginians,) 
ineligible, especially when it is to be declared that a n^ve of New 
Orleans or Pensacola, born and bred under the Spanish Govem- 
meflit, and who may have resided in Viipnia five years, shall be 
eligible. 

Your memorialist considers that all those who were bom British 
iNibjects before the revolution, and became citizens of the United 
States by that event, whether born in Europe, the West Indies, or 
in the North American Colonies, have equal rights ; they are natural 
bom citizens, and not naturalized citizens. 

Your memorialist requests a re-consideration of the said cbvse; 
and that it may be amended, so as to save the equal rights of cit^ 
xens who became such by the revolution, wherever bora. 

Whieh is respectfully submitted.

The committee of one from each Senatoria] District, appointed

2. Rested, tiiat a committee be appointed to take into conside- 
ration the Legislative department of government, as established by 
the present Constitution, and to report to this Convention, either a 
substitute for the same, or sdch amendments thereto, as in tbc»r 
opinion are necessary, of that no substitute or amendment is ne- 
cessary. 

3. Resolved, that the Executive department of government, as 
cstabUshed by the present Constitution, be referred to a committee 
to enquire and report whether aqy, and if any, what amendments 
are necessary.

* 

A Declaration of Rights made by the Repreientatives of the good 
People of Virginia, assembled in fiul and free Convention ; 
vhi(h r^iis do pertain to them, and their Posterity, as the basis 
and foundation of Oovemment. 

« [Unanimottflly adopted, June 19, 1776.] 

* 1. That an men are by nature equally free and independent, and 
hare certain inberent rights, of which, when they enter into a state 
of society, they oannot, by' any compact, deprive or divest their 
posterity ; namely, the enjojrment of life and liberty, with the means 
of acquiring and possessing property, and pursuing and obtainmg 
happiness and safety. 

2. That all power is vested in, and consequently derived from, 
the peqple ; tkat Magistrates are their trustees and servants, and at 
all times amenable to them. 

3. Tliat government is, or ought to be, instituted for the com- 
mon benefit, protection and security, of tbe people, nation, or com- 
munity : of aU the various modes and forms of government^ that is 
best, Which is capable of producmg the greatest degree of happi- 
ness and safety, and is most effectually secured against die danger 
of mal-administratjon ; and that, when any government shall be 
found inadequate or contrary to these purposes, a majority of the 
community hath an indubitable, unalienable, and indefeasible^ right, 
to reform, alter, or abolish it, in such manner as shall be judged 
most conducive to the public weal. 

4. That no man, or set of men, are entitled to exclusive or sepa- 
rate eraohmients or privileges from die community, but in conside- 
ration of public services ; which not being descendible, neither 
ought the offices of Magistrate, Legislator, or Judge, to be here- 
ditmry. 

6. That the Legislative and Executive powers of the State 
should be separate and distinct from the Judiciary ; and that the 
members of the two first may be restrained from oppression, by 
feeling and participatmg the burthens of the people, they should, at 
fixed periods, be reduced to a private station, return mto that body 
from which Aey were originallv taken, and the vacancies be sup- 
plied by frequent, certsdn, and regular elections, in which all, or 
any part of the former members, to be again eligible, of ineligible, 
a^ the kws shall direct. 

6. That elections of members to serve as representatives of the 
people, in Assembly, ought to be free ; and that all men, having 
sufficient evidence of peraument common interest with, and attacl^ 
ment to, the commumty,lia^e ihe right of suffiage, and canpot be 
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taxed or deprived of their property for public uses, without their 
own consent, or thit oi tbtir fflpceiBotitives- «a elected, nor bound 
by any few to which they have not, in like manner, assented, for 
the public good. 

7. That all poller of suspending laws, or the execution of laws, 
by any autliority, without consent of the representatives of the peo- 
ple, is injurious to their rights, and ought not to be exercised. 

8. That, in all capital or criminal prosecutions, a man hath a 
right to demand the cause and nature of.his accusation, to be con- 
fronted with the accusers and witnesses^ to call for evidence in his 
favor, and to a speedy trial by an impartial jury of his vicinage 
without whose unaniipous consent he cannot be found guilty ; bot 
can he be compelled to give evidence Against himself; that no man 
be deprived of his liberty except by the law of the land, or 
the judgment of his peers. 

' 9. That excessive bail ought not to be required, nor excessive 
finea imposed, nor cruel and umisual punishments inflicted. 

10. That general warrants, whereby an officer or messenger may 
be commanded to search suspected places without evidence of t 
iact committed, or to seise any person or persons not named» or 
whose . offence is not parficiilarly described and supported by evi- 
dence, jure grievous and oppressive, and ought not to be granted. 

11. That, in controversies respecting property, and in soits be- 
tween man and man, the ancient trial by jury is preferable to MMxy 
other, and ought to be held sacred. 

12. That the freedom of the press is one of the great bulwarks 
of Uberty, and can never be restrained but by despoticgovermnentB. 

13. That a well regulated militia, composed of the body of the 
people, trained to arras, is the proper, natural and safe defence of a 
free State; that standing armies, in tim^ of peace, should be 
avoided, as dangerous to liberty ; and that ki all cases, the nulitary 
should be under strict subordination to, and governed by,- the civil 
power. 

14. That the people have a right to uniform government; and 
therefoi^ that no govemmeat separate from, or independent of, the 
government of Virginia^ ought to be erected or established withb 
the Umits thereof. • . 

15. That no free government, or the blessing of liberty, can be 
preserved to any people, but by a firm adherence to justice, inodo- 
ration, temperance, frugality, and vurtue, and by frequent recur- 
rence to fundamejital principles. 

1^. That religioB^ or the duty which we owe to our Creator, and 
the manner of discharging it, can be directed only by renaon and 
conviction, not by force or violence ; and therefore all men are 
equally entitled to the free exercise of religion, according tti tim 
dictates of conscience; and that it b the mutual duly of all to 
practise Christian forbearance, love, and charily towards each ochtr.

[UnaniBMMdj adopted, Juim S9, 1776.] 

1. Whereas George the third, King of Cheat Britain and he^ 
landj and Electof of Hanoiterj heretofore entrusted with the exer* 
cise of the kin^jr office in this gorenuneot, hath endeavoured to 
pervert the same into a detestable and msupportable tyranny, by 
putting his negative on bws the most wholesome and necessary for 
the public good : By deQ]rit2g his Governors permission to* pass laws 
of immediate and pressing importance, unless suspended Ih their 
operatioQ for his assent, and, when so suspended, neglecting to a^ 
tend to them for many years : By refusing to pass certain other 
laws, ufiless the persons to be benefited by them^vould relinquish 
the inestimable right of representation in the Legislature : By dis^ 
solving Legislative Assemblies repeatedly and continuaHy, for op- 
posing with manly firmness his invasions of the rights of the people: 
When dissolved, by infusing to call "oth^^ for a fong space of time> 
thereby leaving the political system without any Legislative head : 
By endeavouring to prev^ent the popuhmoa of our country, and, for 
(tM purp6se, obstructing die laws for the naturaUaation of foreigners: 
By keeping among us, in time of peace, standing armies and ships 
oC war : By aii^ctiag to render the military mdq>endent of, ai\d 
superior lo, the civil power r By combining with others to subject 
us to a foreign jurisdictioa ; givii^ his assent to their pretended acts 
of Legislation : For quartermg large bodies of armed troops among 
us : For cntting^off our trade with all parts of the world : For im* 
posing taxes on us without*.our consent : For depriving us of- the 
benefits of the trial by jury : For transportii^ us beyond seas, to 
be tried for pretended ofiences : For suspending our own Legisla* 
tures, and declaring themselves invested with power to legidate for 
us in all cases whatsoever : By plundering our seas, ravaging our 
coasts, burnidg our towns^ and destroying the lives of our people : 
By inciting insurrections of our fellow subjects, with the allure- 
ments of forfeiture and confiscation : By prompting our negroes te 
rise in arms among us^ those very negroes, whom, by an inhuman 
use of his negative, he hath refiised us permission to exclude by 
law : By endeavouring to bring on the inhabitants of our frontierS| 
(he merciless Indian savages, whose known rule of warfare is an 
tmdistinguished destruction of all ages, sexes, and conditions of ex- 
islence : By transporting at Ais time, a large army of foreign mer- 
ceoaiies, to complete the works of death, desolation, and tyrani^, 
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already begun with circumstances of cruehj and perfidy unworthy 
'the bead of a cM&ed nslkm: Bf attswering dur repeated peti- 
tions for redress witb a repetition of injuries : And finally, by aban- 
doning the hehn of government, aod declaring us out of his alle- 
giance and protection. By. which sevei^l acts of misrule, the gov- 
ernment of this country, as formeriy exercised under the crown of 
Great Britain^ is totally dissolved : 

2. We, therefore, the Delegates and Representatives of the good 
people of Virginia^ having maturely considered the premises, and 
viewing with great concern the deplorable condition to whicb this 
once happy country must be reduced, unless som^ regular adequate 
mode of civil poKty is speedily adopted, and in coppliaDoe vntfa a 
recommendation of the Genial Congress, do ordain and dedara 
the future form of government of Virginia to be as iidlowetb : 

8. Tlie Legidative, Executive, and Ju^yciary departments, doll 
be se[ftirate and distinct, so that neither exercise the powers pro- 
perly belonging to- the other; nor shall any person exercise the 
powers of more than one of them at the same time, except that 
the justices of the county courts shall be eligible to either House of 
Assembly. 

4. The Legislative shall be formed of two distinct branches, 
who, together, shall be a complete Legislature. They shall meet . 
once or oftener, every yeir, aiid shall be cilled the Greneral As- 
seinbly of Virginia. 

/f^) One of £ese shaU be caHed the House of Delegates, arid 
coii&ist of two Representatives to be chosen for each county, and 
for the district of Wt9t Augusta^ annually, of suofa men as actu- 
ally reside in and are freeholders of the same, or duly quafified 
according to law, and also one Delegate or Representative to be 
chosen annually for the city of WiUiamAwg^ and one for the bo- 
rough of ^orfMy and a Representative for each of such other 
cities and boroughs as may h^eafter be allowed particular repre- 
sentation by the Legislature; but when any city of borough sbaU 
so decrease as that die number of persons having right of soffiage 
dierein ^all have been for the space of seven years sncces- 
sively less than half the number of voters in some one county io 
Virginia, such city or borough thenceforward shall Cease to sead 
a^lelegate or Representative to the Assembly, 
f 6J The other shall be called the Senate, and consist of twenty- 
four members, of whom thirteen shall constitute a House to pro- 
ceed on^ business, for whose election the different counties shall 
be divided into twenty-four districts ; and each county of the res- 
pecuve district, at the time of the election of its Delegates, shall 
vote fw one Senator, who is actually a resident and freeholder • 
within the district, or duly qualified according to law, and is upwards 
of twenty-five years of age ; and the sfaeriffi of each county, witMo 
five days at farthest after the last county election in the district. 
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shall meet «t some convenieot place, and fifom the poH so taken in 
their respective counties return as a Senator the man who ahall 
have the gr.eatest number of votes in the whole district. To keep 
up this Assembly by rotation, the districts shaU be equally divided 
into four classes, and numbered by fet. At the end of one year after 
the general leleetioQ, the six members elected by the first division 
shaH be displaced, and the vacancies thereby occasioned supfriied 
from such class or division, by new eleelion, in the manner afore- 
said. This rotation shall be applied to each division, according to 
its number, and continued in due ord^ annually. 

7. That the right of suffiage in the election of members of 
both Houses shall remain as exercised at present, and each House 
shall choose its own Speaker, appomt its own officers, settle its 
own rules of {Nroceeding, and direct writs *of election for supplying 
intermediate vacanoies. 

8. All laws shall originate in the House of Delegates, to be ap- 
proved or rejected by the Senate, or to be amended with the con- 
sent of the .House of Delegates, except mcmey bills, which in no 
instance shall be altered by the Senate, but wholly ^>fMOved or re- 
jected. 

9. A Gov^nor, or Chief Magistrate, shall be cl^Men annually^ 
by joint ballot of both Houses, to be taken m each House respec-* 
fiveJ^, deposited ^n the conference room, the boxes examined 
joiotty by a Committee of each Hbusey- and the numbers severally 
reported to them, that the appointments may be entered ; (which 
shall be the mode of taking the jobt ballot of. both Houses m all 
cases ;) who shall not contmue -in that offiee kiuger than three years 
SQCoessively, nor be eligible until the expiratioii pf four years after 
he shall have beep out of that office. An adequate, but moderati 
salary, shall be settled on him during his contmuance in office; and 
be ^all, with the adyice of a Council of State, exercise the exe- 
emive powers of govemm^t according to the laws of this Com- 
monwealth ; and sbdl not, under any pretence, exercise any power 
or prerogative by virtue of any law, statute, or custom, of England: 
But he shall, with the advice of the Council of State, have the 
power of granting reprieves or pardons, except wh«re Ae prose- 
cution shall have been carried on by the House of Delegates, or 
the law shall otherwise partioulaf ly direct ; in which cases, no re« 
prieve or pardon shall be granted, but by resolve of the Hoaas of 
Delegates. 

10. Either House of the General Assembly may atyouni ihem^ 
sdves respectively. The GrovemcNr shall not (wcHrogue or. adjourn 
the Assembly during their sitting, nor dissolve them at any time; 
but he shall, if neoessair, eitber by advice of the Cooaoil of 
Slate, or on i^iphcaticm ot a majcnrity of the House of Delegates, 
caH them bricM the tiaie to wbieh they shaU stand prcnregued or 
adjourned. 
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11. A Privy Cmmcti or CoudcU of State, conflistiBg of ei^ 
Bieaibers, shaU be chosen by joint ballot of both Houses of As- 
sembly , either from their own members or the people. at large, to 
assist in the adm]iustrati<Ni of government. Tli^ shftU amnwlly 
choose out of their own members a President, who, in case of the 
death, inability, or . necessary absence of the Governor baack the 
government, shall act as Lieutienam Governor. Four memben 
shall be sufficient to act, and their advice and proceedings shall be 
entered of record, and signed by the members present (to any part 
whereof any member may enter his dissent) to be laid before the 
General Assembly, when called (or by them. Thb Council may- 
appoint their own cl^k, who shall have a salary settled by law, and 
take an oath of. secrecy in such matters as he shall be directed by 
the 'Board to conceal. A sum of money appropriated to thitt pur- 
pose shall be divided annually among the meadMrs, in proportion 
ID their attendance ; and they shall be incapable during their con- 
tinuance in office, of sitting in either House of Assembly. Two 
membors shall be removed by joint baUqt of both Houses of As- 
sembly at the end of every tbree years, and be ineligible for the 
three next years. These vacancies, as well as those occasioned by 
death or inoapacity, shall be supplied by atw decMis, in tin same 
manner. 

12. The Delegates ior Virginia to the Contiiientri CoifreaB 
shall be chosen vinuaUy, or superseded in die mean time by joaH 
ballot of both Aouses of Aasembly. 

13. The present militia offices shall be continued, and vacan- 
dbs supplied by appointnlsnt of the Governor, with tbe adviee of 
the Prny Council, or reconunendations fvom tbe respective County 
Courts ; but tbe Governor and Council shall hav^ a power of sus- 
pending any officer^ and ordering a coort-martiai on cooijdaitt d 
misbefaaviour or inahih^,,or to supply vacanpies of dfficWa b^ 
pening when m actual service. The Governor may embody the 
nuhtia, with the advice of the Privy Council, and when embodied, 
shall alone have tbe dnrectioB of the militia under the lews o£ the 
country. 

14. The two Hous^ of Assambly ^mU, by joint bcUot, appoin 
Judges of tbe Supreme Court of Af>peids, and General Cooit, 
Judges in Chancery, Judges of Adniirahy, Secretary, and the Al- 
tamey General, to be comraisBioned by the* Governor, ami eoaft- 
nue in office during good l^ehaviour. In case of death, iaeiqMMaiy, 
or resignation, the Governor, wteh die aiKice of the Prirrf Cooncil, 
shafl appoint persons to succeed in office, to be apprcmd or dis* 
phced by both Houses. These officers shall have fixed «id ade* 
quale sihuries, and, together with all others hoUing lacvatrve odkicB, 
and all Ministers of the Gospel of every denominatiDn, be incapa* 
ble of bemg elected asenbers of aidier Hone of Aasaaflbiy^or Ae 
Privy Council, 
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15. The Ctovemor, with the advice of the Privy Council, shall 
appoint Justices of the Pea^e for the counties ; and in case of va- 
cancies, or a necessity of increasing the number hereafter, such 
appointments to be made upon the recommendation of the respec- 
tive CoUntj Courts. ' The present acting Secretary m Ftrginiaj 
and clerks of all the County Ooiirts, shall* contmue in office. In 
case of vacancies, either by death, incapacity, or resignation, a 
Secretary shall be appointed as before directed, and the clerks by 
the respective* Courts. The present and fiiturer clerks shall hold 
their offices during good behaviour, to be judged of and determined 
h the Crenerd Court. The sheriffs and coroners' shall be nomi- 
nated by the respective Courts, approved by the Governor, with the 
advice of the Privy Council, and commissioned by the Governor. 
The Justices shall appoint constables, and all fees of the aforesaid 
officers be regulated by law. 

16. Tlie Governor, when he is out of office, and others offend- 
ing against the State, either by mal-administration, corruption, or 
other means by which the safety of the State may be endangered, 
shall be imp«ichable by the House of Delegiites. Such itnpeachment 
to be proeeeuted by the Attorney General, or such other person or 
persons as the House may appoint, in the General Court, according 
to the laws of the land. If found giolty, he Or they shall be ei- 
ther for ever disabled to hold -«riy office under government, or re- 
moved from such o&ce pro tempore^ or subjected to such pains or 
penahies as the law shall direct. 

17. If all, or any of the Judges of the General Court, shaD, 
on good grounds <to be judged of by the House of Delegates) be 
accused of any ot the crimes or offences before-mentioned, such 
House of Delegates may, in Kke manner, impeach the Judge or 
Judges so accused, to be prosecuted in the Court of Appeak ; and 
he or they, if found guihy, shall be punished in the same manner 
as is prescribed in the preceding clause. 

18. Commissions and grants shall run In the name of the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia, and bear test by the Governor, with 
the seal of the Commonwealth annexed. Writs shall run in the 
same manner, and bear test by the clerks of the several Courts. 
Indictments shaU conclude, Againti the peace and dignity of the 
Commonwealth. 

19. A Treasurer idiall be appointed annually, by joint baBot of 
both Houses. 

20. All escheats, penalties, and forfeitures, heretofore going to 
the King, shall go to the Commonwealth, save only such as the 
Legisteture may abolish, or otherwise provide for. 

21. The territories contained withm the charters erecting the 
colonies of Maryland^ Pennsylvania^ North and Southr Carolina^ 
are hereby ceded, released, and for ever confirmed to the people 
of those cokNoies respectively, with all the rights of property, juris- 
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diction, and government, and all other righta wbatsoever whidi 
might at any time heretofore have been claimed by Virgmiaj ex- 
cept the free navigation and use of the rivers PotovmMc and Pa- 
homoke, with the property of the Virginia shores or strands bor- 
dering on either of the said rivers, and all improvements which 
have been or shall be made thereon. The western and northera 
extent of Virginia shall in all other respects stand as fixed by the 
charter of King James the first, in the /ear oi^e tboosand six hun- 
dred and nine, and by the public treaty of peace betwe^i the 
Courts of Cheat Britain and France^ in the year one thousand 
seven hundred and sixty-three ; unless, by act of Legislature, one 
or more territories shall hereafter be laid ofi^ and govehunents es- 
tablished westward of the AUeghany mountains. And no purchase 
of lands shaU be made of the Indian natives, but on beiialf of the 
pubHc, by authority of the General Assembly. , . . 

23. In order to introduce this government, tl^ representatives of 
the people met in Contention sl»ll choose a Governor and Privj 
Council, also such other officers directed to be chosen 1^ boA 
Houses as naay be ^ judged necessary to be immediately apponted. 
The Senate to be first chosen by the people, to continue until the 
last day of Mar€k next, and the other officers unti> the end of the 
succeedin| session of Assembly. Iq case of vfu^ancies, the Speaker 
of either House shall issue writs for new Sections.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION. 

*The committee to whom it was referred to consider and report 
what rules of proceedings of the House of Delegates are appli- 
cable as rules of proceeoings of this Convention, and what amend- 
ments thereof, if any, ought to "be made, hare, according to order, 
performed that duty, and report the following as rules of proceed'^ 
ings for this Convention, viz-: 

1. No mend)er shaU absent himself from the service of the 
House without leave, unless he be sick, and unable to attend. 

2. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat, and without ad- 
vancing from thence, shall, with doe respect, address himself to the 
President, confining hitaself strictly to the pomt in debate, avoidmg 
all indecent and disrespectfril language. 

3. No member shall speak mcnre than twicer in the same debate, 
widKmt leave. 

4. A question being once determmed, must stand as the judg- 
ment of the House, and cannot again be drawn into debate. 

5. While the President is reporting, or putting any question, 
none shall entertain private discourse, read, stand up, walk into or 
out of the House. 

6. No member shall vote on any question touching his own con- 
duct in. Of rights and privileges as a member of this Convention, 
or in any other case where he was not present when the question 
was put by the President or Chairman of any committee. 

7. Every member who shall be in the House when any question 
is put, shall on a division be counted on the one side or tb^ other. 

8. Each day, before the House proceed to any other business, 
the Secretary shall read the orders of the day. 

9. The Secretary shall not suffer any records or papers to be 
taken from the table, or out of his custody, by any member or other 
person. . « 

10. A majority of the members of the Convention shaQ be ne- 
cessary to proceed to business^ and every question shall be deter- 
mined according to the vote of a inajoriQr of the members present. 
Any smaller number ^all be sufficient to adjourn, and fifteen to call 
a House and send for the absent, and make any order for their cen- 
sore or discharge. 

1 1 . When the House is to rise, every memb^ shall keep his seat 
until the President passes him. 

12. The Journals of the Hou^ shall be daily drawp up by the 
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Secretary, and after being examined by the President, be printed, 
and one copy be delivered to tb9 Secretary and tt> each diember. 
without delay. 

13. A. majority of any committee shall be a sufficient number lo 
proceed to business. . 

14. Any person shall be at liberty to sue out an original writ or 
subpcena in Chancery, in order to prevent a bar by the statute of 
limitations, or to file any bill in Equity, to examine witnesses there- 
upon, for the sole purpose of preserving theur testiaiony, against 
any member of this House, 'notwithstanding iiis privilege: provi- 
ded, that the clerk, after having made out, and signed such origi* 
nai writt shall not deliver tlie sanoe to the party, or to any oth^, 
during the continuance of that privilege. 

15. Any person summoned to attend this House, pr any com- 
mittee thereof, as a witness in any matter depending before them, 
shall be privileged from arrest, durmg )iis coming to, attending oo, 
or going from the House, or committee ; and no ^uch witness shall 
be obliged to attend, until the party, at who^e reque9t.he d>aU be 
summoned, do pay, or secure to him, for his attendance, and trt- 
veiling, the same allowance which is mpide to i^itnesses attending 
the General CourL 

16. If any person shall tamper with any wimess, in re^MCtto 
their evidence to be given in this House, or any committee thereof, 
or directly, or indirectly, endeavour to deter, or hinder any person 
from appearing, or giving evidepce, the same is declared to be q 
high crime, or misdemeanor ; and this House will proceed with the 
utmost severity against such offender. 

17. No persos shall be taken into custody by the Sergeant at 
Arms» on any complaint of a breach of privilege, until the matter of 
such corapl^nt shall be examined by the conunittee of Privities 
and Elections, and reported to the House. 

^^^ The Sergeant's fees shall be as foUows, to wit: for taking 
any p^^son into custody, two dollars; for every day he shall be 
detained in custody, two dollars; for sen'ding 2^ messenger to take 
any persoii into custody by warrant from the President, eight cents 
per mile for going, and the same< for returning, besides ferriages. 

19. On a call of the House, the doors shall not be shut agaioM 
any member until his name is once enrqlled. 

20. When any member shaU keep his seat two days after havmg 
obtained leave of absence, such ieave shall be void. 

21. No business shall V introduced, taktn «p, or considered, 
after 12 o'clock, until the ordecs of the day shall be disposed of. 

22. Any member, on his motion made for that purpose, on being 
seconded, provided seven of the members -present be iq favour of 
the motion, shall have a right to have the ayes and noes taken upon 
the determination of any question, provided he shall give notice of 
bis intention to call t|^e ayes and noes before the question be pitt, 
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and in such case the House shall not divide, or be counted on the 
question, but the names of the members shall b^ oaHcri over by 
the. Secretary, and the ayes and noes shall be respectively. entered 
on the Journal, and the question shall be decided as a majcnrity of 
votes shall thereupon appear: provided, that after the ayes and 
noes shall be separately tsdcen, and before they are counted, or en« 
tered on the Journal, the Secretary shall read over the names of 
those who voted in the affirmative, and of those who voted in the 
negative; and any member shall have liber^, at such reading, to 
correct any mistake which may have be^n committed, in listing his 
name, either in the affinnative or negative. ^ 

23. The petitioner who contests the election ef a memb^ return^ 
ed to serve in this Ck>nvention, i? entitled to receive his wag^ only 
from the day on which such petitioner is declared duly elected. 

24. Select Committees shall be composed; of some nurnb^ not 
less than 'five, nor more than thirteen. 

25. It shall be the rule of the House, in all cases of baOotting, 
to fill one vacancy only at a time. 

26. The commiueeof Privileges and Elections shaU report to 
the House in all cases of privilege, or contested election, to them 
referred, the principles, and reasons upon which their resolutions 
shall be founded. 

27. In aU cases of balloting for the election of any officer by 
this Convention, if, on the first ballot, no person shall have a ma- 
joritjr of the whole number, on the second baUot the person who 
had the smallest number of votes i^hall not be balloted fbf ; and so 
on each succeeding ballot till some person shall have a majority of 
the whole. 

2d< In aU eases wherein a division of the House, on any ques* 
tion propounded from the Chair, is rendered necessary^ in the 
opinion of the President, by the equality of sound, or required by 
the motion of any member, the members voting ob the question 
which occasions such division, shall be required to rise in their pla- 
ces ; and if, on a general view of the House, a doubt still remain 
in the President, or any member thereof, on what side the majority 
is, the members shall be counted standing in their places, either by 
the President, or by two members of of^site opinions on the ques- 
tion, to be deputed for tha^purpose by the President. 

29. The committee appointed to examme the ballot>-boxes shaU 
count no blanks therein. 

30. The Documettts ordered to be printed by the House, sbaU 
be printed on paper of the same size of the Journals of this Con- 
vention, and a copy shall be bound up with each Journal, to be fur- 
nished to the members at the end of the session; and it shall be 
the duty of the Printer of the House to print one hundred addi- 
tional copies of each document ordered to be printed, for the above 
pilrpose. 
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31. It shaH be dK duty of tbe comniittiea of Privileges Boi 
Elections lo exaiQtne tlie certificates of election fumisbed by the 
Aerifiy in order to ascertain the members of this Conventioii diify 
elected, and to report thereupon. 

32. Seats withm this House, such as tbe President shall direct, 
shall be set apart for the use of the members of the General As- 
sembly and of the Executive, of the Judges of die Superior Courts 
of this State, md of the United States, and of such other persoBs 
as the President miy think proper to invite within the bar. 

33. It shall be a standing rule of the House, that the President 
be authorised to call asy member of the House to occupy tbe 
Chair, and exercise the functions of President until he may resarae 
the Chair ; with this proviso, that the power given by this rule dial) 
not be construed to confer on the President a right to place any 
member in the Chail* of the President, for a longer period thm 
one day.

AN ACT TO ORGANIZE A CONVENTION. 

[Pawed Febrotfy lOOi, tm.] 

Whereas, in pursuance of the act of the General AssemUy, 
passed at the bust session, entitled, *< an act concerning- a Conven- 
tion,^ the sense of the good people of this Commonwealth has bea 
taken on the question, wheAer they desire a ConventioD to ameod 
the State Constitution, or not ; and it has been thus aseertained, 
that it is the wish of the people that a Convention datH be called 
for the purpose aforesaid : In otder, therefore, to the forming and 
assembKng of such Convention : 

1. Beit enacted f That the persons qualified according to law to 
vote for members of the House of Delegates, in each coun^, ci^ 
and borough, within the several SejiatQrjal,dij rtricts of this Co m- 
inonwealth» as §it j)resent estiibli^edJijUaiFy shaji assemble at tneir 
respective court-houses, or other places appointed by law for hold- 
ing elections of members of tbe General Assembly, on the several 
court days of each county, city and borough, composing a district, 
in the month of May, ifi the year of our Lord one thousand ei^t 
hundred and twenty-nine, and then and there vote for four dis- 
creet and proper persons as membeifs of the said Convention. 

2. The persons authorised by law to hold elections (or meabets 
of the Genera] Assembly, in each county, city or boroagb, sbaH 
conduct the said election, at which no determination siial] be bad 
by view ; but, each person qualified to vote, shall fairiy and pob- 
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licly vote, and the name of the voter shall be duly entered under 
the name of the perison voted for, in proper poll-books, to be.pio^ 
vided by the officer conducting the election, for which purpose he 
shall appoint so many writers as he shall think fit, who shall res- 
pectively take an oath, to be administered by him^ or make solemn 
affirmation, that they will take the poll fairly and impartially. He 
sball deliver a poll-book to each writer, who shall enter in distinct 
columns, under the names of the persons voted for, the name of 
each elector votmg for such persons. Like proclamation and pror 
caedings shall be made and had, for opening, conducting, qcxitinuing 
and closing the poUin each county, city and borough in a district, as is 
prescribed by law in the election of members of the Creneral Assembly* 
Proclamation shall be made, at the court-house door, or at the place 
of holding such election,, of the persons having the greatest number 
of votes upon the poll on the closing thereof: and each elector 
shall be entitled to ^e same privilege from arrest, as is now pre- 
scribed by law in cases of elections of members to the General 
Assembly. 

3. If the mayor of any city or borough entitled to representation 
in the General Assembly, shall by death, or any other cause what- 
ever, be unable to attend and conduct the election of members to 
the said Convention, i^pcording to the provisions of this act, then 
the recorder, or if there be no recorder, or he be unable to attend, 
the senior alderman capable of attending, shall attend and cpnduct 
such election according to law. 

4. Inunediately after each elecuon in a county, city and borough, 
held as aforesaid, the clwk of the poU havmg first signed the same, 
i^all deliver it to the sheriff or other officer, who conducted the 
election ; and every such sheriff or other officer, in each district, 
shall meet at the court-house of fhe county first named in such 
district, on the tenth day after that on which the dection last held 
in the district commenced, and then, and there compare the polls 
respectively taken at the elections in their several counties, cities 
and boroughs ; and having ascertained the four persons having the 
greatest number of votes upon the whole, shall declare them duly 
elected, and shall proceed to certify such election under their 
hands and seals, to the effect foUowing, to wit : We, A. B., sheriff 
of counQr, or depu^ sheriff, (as the case may be,) C. D., 
sheriff of county, (and so reciting the uer&ofis attending to 
compare the polls from each couaty, city and Ijoroui^h, (Composing 
one entire district, entitled by tli^ pro\ri3lon3 of tins act to elect 
four members to the said Convention^ ) do her<sby certify and m^e 
known, that at an election h^ld on the day of in the 
county of , oo the in the connt}' of , (and so on, 
BUting the time of hoMmg the election in each county, city or . 
boroi^ withm the district,) at the place of holding elections in 
oar reapcictive counties, cities and boroughs, pursuant to law, the 
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I qualified by law to vote for members to the House of De- 
legirtes, caused to be cfaoseo four persons, to wit : 
to represent the said district as members of a Convention, to dis- 
euA and propose a new Constitution, or alterations and anfiend- 
ments to the existing Constitution of this Commonwealth. Griven 
under our hands and seals, die day of bne thousand 

mght' hundred and . Two fair duplicates of such certi- 

ficates and returns shall be made by the said sherifils and other 
officers under their hands and seals, m the manner before recited, 
one of which shall be delivered to one of the persons having the 
greatest number of votes, and declared elected, and the other 
shall be transmitted to the Crovemor and Council of tlte Common- 
weahh, within ten days after the date thereof. 

5. If from death, sickness or other cause, the person conducting 
the poll m any county, city or boroOgh, shaH be unable to attend 
for the purpose of comgaring the same, at the time and place pre- 
scribed by law, then the duty of attending and comparing soch 
poll, and all other duties consequent thereupon, shall be performed 
m the following manner, that is to say : If a sheriff conducting the 
poll be dead, then the duties aforesaid shtdl be performed by his 
successor, if any there be ; if there be no successor, then by the 
coroner ; or if there be nK)re than one, then by the senior coroner 
of the county capable of attending ; if such sheriff be sick, or 
otherwise unable to attend, the duties shall be ^performed by such 
of his deputies as he may appoint for that purpose; or if he bare 
no deputy, by the coroner or senior coroner. If a deputy sheriff 
conducting the poll be dead, or unable to attend, the duties ^laB be 
performed by the sheriff, either in person or by deputy. If a 
mayor be dead, or unable to attend, die duties shall be performed 
by his successor, if any there be; if none, by the recorder ; if no 
recorder, then by the senior alderman capabfe of attending. If a 
recorder be dead, or unable to attend, the duties shall be performed 
by the mayor, if any ; if none, by the senior alderman capable of 
attending. If a magistrate or alderman conducting the poll be 
dead, or unable to attend, the duties shall be performed by the 
magistrate or alderman next in seniority and'capable of attending. 
And if there shall be no person hereby authorised, who shall be 
able to attend and perform these duties, the court of the county or 
corporation, as the case may be, or any three hiagistrates or alder- 
men out of court, by warrant under their hands and seals, shall 
witiiout delay appoint some fit and discreet person, who shall be 
bq|md in all things promptiy to perform the duties aforesaid. 

6. If from any cause the persons authorised to compare the 
polls, be prevented from meeting and performing their duties, on 
the day and at the place herein before prescribed, those present 
ahall adjourn from time to time, as may be necessary and proper, 
until all of them shall attend, and the business of the meeting shaB 
be completed. 
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7. If apod octtipariiig the pdls, it idian i^ppear tbat ibtM am 
not as many as four persons baviog a greater number of tocm iIhii 
any other candidates, voted for, but that one or more persona oe- 
c^ssaiy to DonsdtAite the number of four metjabers, have an e^al 
number qf vot9s, the election shall be forthwith decided between 
the caodidates so^baying an equality of votes, by lot or lots, fiuriy 
and publicty drawn, under thq direction of the officers so a^akk^ 
the ekctioD. 

8. The said sheriffi and other persons oomparing the polk, shall 
also ddliver to the clerks of their Kspeetivc oountias or corpora* 
tieos, nilcbia ten days after, such return, the orif^nal poll-booki» 
10 be by such clerk ent^red of record, under the like penalty for 
fiuhire, as for failing to record the poll-books taken at the election 
of members to the General Assembly. 

9. If any sheriff or other person authorised to conqMre die polls, 
shall wilfully or negligently fail either to attend and compare the 
same, or to decide the election by lot,. when acci^rding to the pro- 
visions of this act it oi^t to be so decided, or to make out cer- 
tificates, or returas of the elections, and to return one of them to 
the Executive, and deliver the other of theiu to one of the persons 
having the greatest number of votes in each district, within ten 
days after the date of such certificate, or to return the original 
poll-books to the clerk, according to the provisions of this act, 
.then th^ sheriff car other persons so failing, shall for every oflSmce, 

forfeit and pay to the Commoaweahh for the benefit of the Litera- 
ry Fund, five hundred dollars, to be recovered by action of debt, 
information or indictment, in any court of record, having jurisdic- 
tion thereof. 

10. Any sheriff or other officer refusing to take the poH when 
be shall be required by a candidate or cloctcHf, or taking it in any 
other manner than is herein before prescribed, or making or sign- 
ing a faUe certificate, or retiurn of election,, as herein before di- 
rected, or making any erasure or alteration in the poll-book, or . 
refusing to suffer any candidate or elector, at his o\m expense, 
to take a copy of the poll-book, sliall forfeit and pay to the Com* 
monwealth, for the use of the Literary Fund, six hundred dollars 
for each offence, recoverable by action of debt, in&rmation or in- 
dictment, in any cpurt of record having jurisdicti«in thereof.^ 

11. K any candidate or other person shall directlv or indirectly 
give or agree to give, to any elector or pretended elector, money, 
meat, drink or other thing, as an , iuducement to such elector or 
pretended elector, to vote for such candidate, or for any other 
peprson, to be a member of said Convention, or as a reward to such 
elector or pretended elector, for having voted for any such candi- 
dajie or other person, to be a menber of said Convention, such o& 
fender shall forfeit and pay for every offisnce, the sum of fifteen 
hundred doUarSf to he recovered by action of debt, in for mati o n or 
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ity in aiy c^uit (A reeord having^ jurisdictimi ihei^eof, io 
liw Dune of tbe Conuaonwealth for ihe bonefit of tbe liteniy 
Fund. 

12. Everjr person .autfierised by law to compare tte pollB, is 
•Cnresttd) rinll receiTe for bis services diereta, one dottar and six^- 
aavea cents for every day on wUtob he slnll necessarily attend it 
|)ie plpce appokMed by law to compare said polls, togedier with aH 
charges for ferriage and tolls, and four cents a mile for traveffiegto 
aad ftom the ^ouaty in which he shril meet for that purpose. 
Every claim for the oompeqsation hereby allowed, shaH 1^ pre- 
w nmA to tha cowt of tbe county er corporation in which tlifc cbniH 
am may live ; shaH be veriBed by the i^avit of die olaimaBt, and 
by sach other evidence as sbaU be satisfoctory to the court, aad 
being certified by them to be correct, shall be aUowed by tbe Au- 
ditor and paid-ottt of the pablic treasury. 

13. No person entitled to suffirage. by.this act» shall vote mote 
diaa onoe, either in the same county, or in diflSsrent coimties. Aai 
if any person shall oflbad herein, he shall forfeit and pay, for eveiy 
such ovence, one hundred dollars, to be recovered in the name of 
iie Co«imonweidth^ for die benefit of the literary Fund, by aetioa 
of debt, information or indictment in any court of record having 
jurisdietion thereof* Nor shall any such person be admitted ts 
vote m sueh election, at the court-house or other place of bddiiig 
tbe election, in any county, city or borough, in a district, unless tbe , 
freehold, or other estate in right of which he offers to vote, shall be 
in that county, city or borough, m which he gives his vote. 

14. The persons who shall be elected in pursuance of die pro- 
visions of this act, shall on the first Monday in October, in tbe year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine meet and 
assemble at the Caphd in the city of Richmond, in general Coo- 
veiid<m, to consider, discuss and propose a new ConstitutiOD, or al- 
terations and amendments to the existing Ckmstitution of this Cob> 
roonweahh. 

16. The said Convention shall be die judge of its own privileges 
and elections^ and the members thereof shall have, possess'and en- 
joiy in the mos^ full and ample manner, all and ev«ry the privily 
and privileges, ybicb members elected to, and attending on tbe 
General Awembly, are entided to ; and moreover, sbaU be allowed 
tbfi same pay for ^veiling to, and attending on, and retummg frera 
the said Convention, as is now aUowed to the members of the 
General Assembly for travelling to, attendmg on, and retummg from 
the same ; and the said Convention shall be and is hereby empow- 
ered to ^point such ^fcers, and to make diem such reaseimMe 
aUowances for thek^ services as it sbaU deem proper; wbieb seve* 
ral sums shall be allowed by tbe Auditor, and paid by the Trea- 
surer of this Obmmonwerith. 

1«. Uxstm of oontBMd or dispma* eteetfons to the Cmven- 
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tioa, tlie contestaig candtdmes shall pursue tbe same course, mi 
be governed in aU dungs by die saaie rules, as ar6 now preseribed 
by law in contested or disputed elections to the Senate of this 
CoflttBonweahh. 

n. Beii tnaetedj Tbnt it shall be the duty of the Governor and 
CouDeil, as* soon as the 6oniention which slrnll meet in pursuance 
of this act, shall hate adjourned sine die, by proclamation in siieh 
of the public newspapers of this Coromonweakh, as may be deemed 
safficieot, to announce that fact; and moreover to annex to such 
proclamation a copy of such amended Constitution as may be pro- 
posed by such Convention, which prbehimarion, widi die said Con- 
stitu tien annexed, shall be published as aforesaid for a period of 
three months ; and moreover, ten printed copies of such amended 
Constitution shall be by the Executive forthwidi transmitted toihe 
clerk of each county colirt in. the Commonweahb, to be by such 
clerk submitted to the examination of any person who may require 
die same. • • 

18. Bek enaekdf That the Governor, with the advice of Coun- 
cil, shall have fuH power and authcmty to award writs of election 
to supply any vacancies which may happen in the Convention, by 
death, removal, resignation, or other incapacity, of atiy member 
elected lo serve therein, according to the provisions of tlris act, prc- 
vfously to the- meeting of the said Conv^ention ; and the elections 
under such wnts shall be conducted in all respects as the elections* 
herein provided for ; but if any vacancy shall happen as aforesaid, 
after the meeting of the said Convention, the remauiing members 
of the distriet in which such vacancy has occurred, shall supply the 
same. • • 

19. And be U fmiJ^ tnactei, That it shall be die dut/ of die 
several sheriffit, or other persons authorised by this act to conduct 
the election at the first general election for members of the House 
of Delegates, in their respective counties, which may be holden 
after proclamation so made ^s aforesaid, to open a separate poll- 
book, in the manner and for the purpose hereinafter prescribed. 
Tlie said poll-book shall be headed, <* The Constitution as amen- 
ded," and shall contam two separate columns; the first column 
shall be headed, '^ For ratifying," and the second column shall be 
headed, " For rejecting." And it shall further be the duty of the 
said sheriffi, at the elections aforesaid, to receive the votes of all 
such persons as shall by the amended Constitution, be authorised 
to votel^members of the most numerous branch of the Legisla- 
ture, orHBy Ihe said Convention shall be authorised to vote on the 
ratification or rejection of the new Constitution, to be recorded in 
the poll-book "herein-before required to be by them opened.

20. And be it further enacted^ That the polls aibf^said ahaM be 
k«pc open lor the period of throe succtssiTe dajrs, and the same 
wJben closed shaU be certified by the said sheriA respeclivalf, 
and shal by them, within ten days after they shall have bees 
idoeedf be dtposited in the office of the clerk of the county court, 
to be by said clerk carefully preserved and kept. And Ibe said 
sbertfTs respectively, shall, widnn twen^ days after the pcrib shall 
bave'been cfesed as i^oresaifl, make out a fair and correct eofjy 
of the said poll-book, which shall be certified by the respectirc 
olerks of* the county courts, and the said sheriti^ to be oorract, 
and transmit the same to the Governor and Council. 

21. And be it further enacted. That it shall be the duty of At 
said Executive, as soon as all the returns of the poUB«aforeBii4 
shall be received by them, carefully to examine the same,-iUKlifit 
shall appear that a mi^ity of all the votes given, is for ntiMog 
said amended Constitution, it shall further be the duty of said Ex- 
ecutive, forthwith to convene the Gen^ Assembly, in order tint 
the Constitution, thus ratified, shall *be carried into efiect. 

22. And be it further emeted', That if any shertf or other 
officer, shall fail, faithfully, and within the time prescribed by dai 
act, to discbarge any of the duties hereby requh^d, such sbenfTar 
other officer, so failmg as afcnresaid, shall forfeit and pay the sua of 
five hundred dollars, to be recovered by action of debt, in any of 
the courts of record in this Commonwealth, for the use and iaihs 
name of the Pre^dent and Directors of the Literary Fund. 

2^ Tliis act shall commence and be in torce from the passii^

Tbi Mmmiltae to whom iHUi referred the Judicial defMirtmem 
of goFenunent, as established by |be present Oonstilimdii, have 
accor&ig t« order, had die same mder eoBsideradoD, and report, 
ia part, tbe Mowing te9oki6ems thereupon : 

1. Resolved, that the Judicial power shall be vested in a Couvt 
ol A]^als, in such bferior Courts as tbe Legislature shall from 
time to time ordain and eetablirii, and in the County Courts. The 
jiirisdieti0n of these tribunals shall be regulated by law. The Judges 
of the Court d" Appeals and of die inferior Courts shall -hold 
their offices during good liefaaviuw, or imtil removed in tbe manner 
preicribed in this Constitutioo ; md shall, at the same time, hold 
no o&er office, appoiDtment or pobUc trust : and the acceptance 
dieieof by either of them shall vacate his judicial office. No mo- 
difieetioD or abolition of any Court shall be construed to deprive 
any Judge thereof of his office ; but such Judge shafi perform any 
judicial dudes which the Legislature shall assign him.

The coromittee, appointed on the Executive branch of the Coa- 
stttutioar have, according to order, had under consideration ihe 
subjects to them referred, and have come to the following resolu- 
tions thereitpon : 

1 . Hesolved, that the chief Executive office of this Common- 
wealth ought to be vested in a Governor* 

2. Resolved, that there ought lo be appointed a Lieutenant 
Governor of this Commonwealth. 

3. Resolved, that the Executive Council, as at present organ- 
ized, ought to be abolished, and that it is inexpedient to provide 
any otlier Executive ConnciU 

4. Resolved, that in case of the removal of tlie Governor from 
office, or of his death, resignation, or inability to discharge the 
duties and powers of his office, the sajd powers and duties shall 
devolve on the Lieutenant Governor 5 and the Legislature may 
provide for the case of removaij death, or similar inability of the 
Lieutenant Governor* 

6. Resolved, that the sheriifs of the different counties in the 
Commonwealth, shall hereafter be elected by the voters qualified 
to vote for the most numerous branch of the Legislature* 

6, Resolved, that the commissioned officers of militia compa*- 
nies be nominated to the Executive by a majority of their respec- 
tive companies. 

7, Resolved, that the field officers of regiments be nominated 
to the Executive by a majority of the commissioned officers of 
their respective regiments. 

8, Resolved, that no pardon shall h(* granted in any case until 
after conviction or judgment.

Resohredy that the Executive department of the existing form of 
government ought to be amended as follows : ' 

Ssc. 1. The Executive* power shall be vested m a Governor. 
He shall hold his office for years, and be ineligible for the 

term of years thereafter : And a Lieutenant (Jovemor 

shall be chosen at the same time, for the same term and under like 
restrictions. 

Sec. 2. The Lieutenant Governor shall act as President of the 
Senate, but he shall have no right to vote except the Senate be 
equally divided upon any question ; in which case he shall have 
the casting vote. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be eligible to the office of Governor or 
Lieutenant Governor, except a citizen of this Commonwealth, nor 
any who shall not have attained the age -of year3) and 

who shall not have resided years next preceding his 

election in the State. 

Sec. 4. The Governor and Lieutenant (Jovemor shall be elected 
at the times and places of choosing members of the most nume- 
rous branch of the Legislature, by the voters qualified to vote for 
the members of the General Assembly ; provided that the election 
shall take place throughout tlie Commonwealth on the same dav. 
The persons respectively having the highest number of votes for 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor, shall be elected. In case 
two or more persons shall have an equal number of votes for Go- 
vernor or for Lieutenant Governor, the Legislature shall immedi- 
ately by joint vote of both Houses, choose of the persons having 
an equal number of votes for Governor or for Lieutenant Governor, 
the Governor or Lieutenant Governor, as the case may be. 

Sec 6. The Governor shall be commander-in-chief of the mi- 
litia. He shall have power to convene the Legislature on extraor- 
dinary occasions. He shall from time to time give information to 
the Legislature of the condition of the Commonweakh, and recom- 
mend to their consideration such measures as he shall judge ne- 
cessary and expedient. He shall expedite all such measures as 
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may be resolved upon by the Legblature^ and shall take caiie that 
the laws are faithfully executed. 

Sec. 6. The Governor and limitenant Governor shall at stated 
times, receive for their services a compensation, which shall neither 
be increased nor diminished during the term for which they shall 
have been elected. '' 

Sec 7. The Governor shall have power to grant reprieves and 
pardons after conviction for all ofiences, except treasons and in 
cases of impeachment. Upon oonvictioo for treason, he shall have 

Eower to suspend the execution of the sentence, Until the case shall 
e reported to the Legislature at its next session, when the Legis- 
lature may pardon, or direct the execution of the criminal, or grant 
a farther reprieve. 

Sec 8. In case of the removal of the Governor from office, 
or of his death, resignation, or inability to discharge die duties of 
his office, his powers and duties shall devolve on the Lieutenant 
Governor ; and in case of the removal, death, or resignation, or 
like inability of the Lieutenant Governor, the Legislature m^ 
provide by law upon whom the duties of the Crovemor shall ify- 
volve, until such disabilities shall be removed, or a Governor shaH 
be elected. 

Sec. 9. The Governor shaU have power to nommate, and by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, appoint Judges of 
the Supreme Court or Court of Final Jurisdiction, and Judges of 
such inferior Courts as may from time to time be establish^ fay 
law ; all miKtia officers from the rank of Colonel inclusive ; tbe 
Treasurer, Auditor of Public Accounts, Register of tbe Lnd 
Office, and Attorney General. Tbe Legislature may by law vest 
the appointment of all other officers of the Commonweahb, whose 
appointments are not herein otherwise provided for, in the (Gover- 
nor alone, or m tbe Governor with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, or in the Courts of Law. 

Sec. 10. The Governor shall have powet to fill up all vacancies 
that may happen during the recess of the Senate, by granting com- 
missions, which shall expire at tbe end of tbe next session of tfatt 
body. 

Sec 11. Tbe Governor shall have power to require in writi^ 
the opinions of the Lieutenant Governor, and of the Attorney Ge- 
neral, upon aU matters appertainmg to the duties of his office. 

Sec 12. No person, whose tenure of office depends on die 
pleasure of the Governor, shall be removed from office wichovt 
the advice or consent of the Senate to such removal. But tht 
Governor shall have power, at any time, to suspend such officer, 
and appoint another to discharge the duties of his office, until tbe 
next session of the Senate, and until their advice and coosentto 
such removal shall be ascertained and expressed.

The Executive power shall be vested in a Groveraor and a Lieu- 
tenant Groveraor, to assist in the administration of the afiairs of 
Government when required by the Grovemor ; and who shall act as 
Governor in case of the death, resignation, or removal of the 
Governor from office, until another be appointed ; and in case of 
impeachment, temporary incapacity of any kind, or absence of the 
Governor from the seat of Government, until his restoration or re- 
turn : And, if at any time there shall be no acdng Grovemor, 
and the Lieutenant Governor shaU be impeached, or from any 
odier cause not acting, the Executive authority shall devolve ouj 
and be exercised by, some person appomted by law for that purpose. 

The Governor and Lieutenant Governor shall be annually ap- 
pointed by joint ballot of the Senate and House of Delegates, and

Resolved, that the 9th and 10th sections of the present Consti- 
tution be retained, and that the 11th be substituted by the follow- 
ing resolution : 

A Privy Council or Council of State, consisting of four mem* 
bers, shall be -chosen by joint ballot of both Houses of Assembly, 
either from their own members, or thepeople at large, to assist in 
the administration of Government. They shall annually choose 
out of their own members, a Lieutenant Governor, who in case of 
the death, inability, or necessary absence of the Governor from the 
Grovemment, shall act as Governor. The Governor shall be the 
President of the Council, and shall in all cases of division have 
the casting vote. Two members with the Governor or Lieutenant 
Governor, as the case may be, shall be sufficient to act, and their 
advice and proceedings shall be entered of record, and signed by 
the members present (to any part whereof any member may enter 
his dissent) to be laid before the General Assembly, when called 
for by them. The members of the Council shall be elected by 
joint ballot of both Houses of the General Assembly, for four 
years.

The seats of the 
Councillors of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of 
the second year ; of the second class at the expiration of the fourth 
year ; so that one half may be chosen every second year : and if 
vacancies happen by resignation, or otherwise, they shaU be filled 
by joint ballot of the two Houses of the Greneral Assembly. An 
adequate, but moderate salary, shall be settled on them, during 
their continuance in office, and they shall be incapable during that 
time, of sitting in either House of Assembly.

Resolved 1st, that the elective franchise should be untform; so 
that, throughout the State, similar quahfications should confer a 
similar right of suffrage. 

Resolved 2d, that, among those entitled by the Constitution to 
exercise the elective franchise, there should be entire equality of 
iuffrage ; so that, in all elections, the suffrage of one qualified vo- 
ter should avail as much as that of another qualified voter, what- 
ever may be the disparity of their respective fortunes. 

Resolved 3d, that equal numbers of qualified voters are entitled 
to equal representation, throughout the State. 

Resolved 4th, that as individual suffrage should be equaU with- 
out respect to the disparity of individual foitune, so an equal 
number of qualified voters are entitled to equal representation, 
without regard to the disparity of their aggregate fortunes. 

Resolved 5th, that in all pecuniary contributions to the public 
service, regard should be had to the ability of individuals to con- 
tribute ; and as this ability to pa^, from disparity of fortune is un- 
equals it would be unji^ and oppressive to require each citizen to 
pay an equal amount of public taxes.

I. The Legislative, Executive, and Judiciary DepartiBeot^

pefions to be benefited by them would relinquish the inestimable rigbt of reDceasB- 
talion in the Legislature ; by dissolving legislative aapemblies repeatedly ana ooali-

6. The whele number of meaben lo whieh the State may at any time be entitM 
in tbe Hooae ef Repreeentativet of the United States, ahalllie apportioned as nearly 
m may be, aoKmgst the seytaal counties, cities, borooghs and towns of the State, ae- 
oording to their respeetiTe numbers, winch shall be determined by adding to the whole 
iMunber of free perBoos, inolodinff those benuMl to service for a term of years, and el- 
•hviinf Indians not taxed, throe-lfths of all other persons. 

7. Any person may be elected aSenator who shall have attahicd to the age of thir- 
ty years, and shall be actually a resident and fireeholder. within the district, quafifletf 
bv virtue of his fireehoM, to vote for members of the Qeneral Assembly according to 
tob Constitution. And any person may be elected a member of the House of Dele* 
gatssy who shall have attamed the age of twenty-five years, and shall be actually % 
msidnnt and freeholder within the county, city, town, borough or election distnct| 
qualified by virtue of his freehold, to vote for members of the Ueneral I^Membly ae- 
anNKhng to this Constitution : Provided, that all persons hoMiiur lucrative offices and 
Minirt«ts of the Gospel and Priesto of every denomination, shaU be incapaMe of beh^p 
fieoted members of either House of Assembly. 

d. The members of the Assemfady shall receive for their services a compensation to' 
be asoertMned by law, and paid out of the public Treasury : but no law incrtaslnf 
ike oompeasation of the memben shall take effect uptil the end of the next annual 
itasioB wlsr soeh kw shaU have been enacted. And no Sei 



» Senator or Delegate sMIf 
during the term for which ho shall have been elected, be appointed to any civil office 
of profit under the Goaunonwealth, which shall ha;ve been created, or the emolumentl 
^ which shall have been incroaaed, during such term, exeept such offices as may bo 
filled by electi o ns by the people. 

9. The Geneial AsssmMy shall meet ones or oAener every year. Neither Housci 
dunng the session of* the Legislature, shall without the consent of the other, adjourn 
for more than three days, nor to any other place than that in whidh the two Houses 
shall be «ttiag. Amt^orityof each House shall constitute a quorum to do bustnesst 
hut a smallef number may adjourn from day to day, and shall be authorised to compel 
the attendance of ahaent members, in such manner and uAder such penalties as each 
House may provide. And eadi House shall choose its own Speaker, appoint its own 
officess, settle its own rules of proceeding, and direct writs of ekction for supplying 
Intermediate vacancies. But it vacancies shall occur by death or resighatioli, during 
the recess of the General At—iably, such writs may be issued by the €K>venior. un- 
der soeh ligiihti— as may be prcMRribed by law. Each House shall judge or the 
election, ouuiiVeation ami returns of its members ; may punish its memberi fot dis» 
Cfdsrly behavkNir, and with the concurrence of two*thintt, expel a member, but not 
l^Moond tkne for the same afltnee. 

10. All laws ahall originate in the House of Delejntes, to be approved or rejected 
\lf the Senate, or to be amended with the consent of the House of Delog^s. 

11. The privilege of the WrU of HtAtat Corpus shall not in any case be suspended. 
The Legislature shall not pass any bill of attainder ; or any ex post facto law ; or any 
kw impairing the obligation of contracts; or any law, whereby private property sl^Il 
be taken for public uses, without just compensation ; or any law abridging the free- 
dom of Speech, or of the Press. Mo- man shall be compeUed to frequent or support 
avgr religious worship, pkce or ministry whatsoever ; nor shall any man be enforced, 
fstnined, molested or burthened in his body or goods, or otherwise suffer, on ac* 
•ount of his religious opimons or belief; but all men ■hall be free to profosi, and by 
ai^fumeat to maintain, tiisir opinions in matten of religion, and the same shall in no 
wise affect, diminish or enltirge their civil capacities. And the Legidature shall nol 
psesaribe any religious test whatever ; nor confor any peculiar prii^leges or advanta- 
ges on ai^ one sect or denomination; nor posi any faiw requiring or authorising any 
paligioQs society, or the people of any district within this Commonweahfa, to levy o% 
themselves or others, any tax for the erection or repair of any house for public wor- 
phifi, or for the support of any ehureh or ministry ; but it shall be left free to every 
person to select his rehgioos mstniotar, and to make for his support such private oon-

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13. The Governor, the Jodgtoi o^ the Court of Afipeals and Sapetior Coorti, ad 
mU otken offending agraiaet the State, either by nMUadniinistntion,* corni|itiQD, b«^ 
lect of duty, or any other hiorh crime or msidemeanor, shall foe inapeachable by llEi 
Hoive of Delegate! j such impeachment to be prosecuted before the Senata, whicb 
■hall have the sole power te try all impeachments. When sitting for that p^iiwwi, 
the Senate shall be on oath or affirmation : and no persod shaU be convicted witlMiat 
the concurrence of two-thirds of ther. members present. Judgment, in eases e(f i»- 
peachment, shall not extend fhrther than to removal from office, and disquafifioatMi 
to hold and enroy any office of honor, trust or profit, under the Conraionweakli ; Wt 
the party convicted shall nevertheless be liable and Bub}ect to indictment, tini, jpdf- 
ment and punishment, according to law. 

. 14. Every white male citizen of the Commonwealth, resident therein, aged t w ealf w 
one years and upwards, beinff qualified to exercise the right of suffrage acc o rding te 
the rormer Constitution and laws ; and every such oitiaen, being poss c si e d, or wSaas 
tenant ^or years, at will or at sufferance, is pos s es se d, of an estate of freehoVliB Intf 
of the value of twen^-five dollars, and s6 assessed to be if any assessment thacaCbe 
required by law ; andf every such citizen, being poasessed, as tenant in eommos, Jsat 
tenant or parcener, of an intereet in or shate of land, and having an estate of fremU 
therein, such interest or share being of the value of twenty-five dollars, and so isseseed 
to be if any assessment thereof be required by law ; and every snch citizen bcnur en- 
titled to a reversion or vested remainder in fee, expectant on an estate for bfe or nvtsi, 
in land of the value of fifty doU^, and so assesseo to be if any fueeasment thereof be 



required by law ; (each and every such citizen, unless his title shaO have < 

ij descent, devise, marriage or marria g e s e t tle m ent, having been so poaseeeed or en- 
titled for six months) ; and every such citizen, who shall own and be himself in ac- 
tual occupation of a leasehold estate, with the evidence of title recorded two mooths 
before he shall offer to vote, of a term originally not less than five yean, of ^ anaaal 
value or rent of twenty dollars ; and every such citizen, who for twelve months next 
preceding has been a house-keeper and head of a fiunily within the conn^,cit7,toiwii. 
porougfa or election district where he may offer to vote, and shall have been aascaaed 
with a part of the revenue of the Commonwealth within the preeedin|^ year, and ac- 
tually paid the same — and no other persons — shall be Qualified to vote S»r menbera of 
the deneral Assembly in the county, city, town or boroagh. reapectiveiy, whinia 
such land shall lie, or such house-keeper and head of a fiunily nail hve. And m 
ease of two or mor^ tenants in common, joint tenants <a paroeneia, in posseasiaB, »»- 
vexaion or reniainder, having interest in land, the value whereof shall be iiwniwiial 
to entitle them all to vote, they shall together have as- many votes as tbe wmkte otikm 
land shall entitle them to ; and the L^gislatore shall by law pxim^ ^bt vsnte \a 
which their vote or voteo shall in such case be given : Provided, neverlhelsas, that Ika 
right of suffrage shall not be exeroised by any person of nnsoond mind, or who siadi 
be a pauper, or a non-commissioned officer, soldier, seaman or. marine, in tlie sm i ua 
of the United States, or bv any person convicted of any ifafamous offence.

AATICLE IV. 

1. The chief Executive power of Ais Commonwealth, shall be vested in a Go ff o - 
nor, to be elected by the joint vote <^ the two Houses of the General Assembly. He 
riiall hold his office, during the term of three years, to commence on the first day «f 
January next succeeding bis election, or on such other day, as mav finom time te tiaia 
be prescribed by law ; and he shall be ineligible to that office, for three years Bast 
after hb term of service shall have expired. 

%, No person shall be eligible to the office of Governor, unleos he shall have ai^ 
tained the age of thirty years, shall be a native citizen of the United Statea, or shail 
have been a citizen thereof at the adoption of the Federal Constitution, and shaH hav« 
been a citizen of this Commonwealth for five yean next preceding his electioii. 

8. The Governor shall receive for his services a comoensation toiie fixed by law, 
"which shall be neither increased nor diminished, during nis continuance in odgee. 

4. He shall t^e care that the laws be fiiithfiilly executed ; shall eomnranieale * 
tiie Legishttore, at every session, the condition of the Commonweahhy and reesa 
mend to their considerttion such measures as he may deem expedient H^ ahal b« 
Commander-in-chief of the land and naval forces of tbe State. He shall have pesvar 
to embody the nnlitia, when in his opinion, the public ssfety shall require it; l» oan- 
vene theXiegislature, on application of a majority of the members of the Hova of 
Delegates, <« when, in his opinion, the interest of the Commonwealth mav leqirira it: 
to grant reprieves and pardons, except where ^ prosecntion^all have beep camua 
oal»y the House of Delegates, or the law shall otWwise partkulariy direct ; la c 
duct, either in -person, or m such manner as shall be presonj^ b^ laWiaU 'x^ 



with other and foreign States; and dnrin^ the recess of the Leffislatare, to fill, ffb 
UmpoT€t all vacancies in those offices, which it maj be the duty ^ the JLedsiature to 
ittl penuanentlj: Provided, that his appointments to such vacancies shall be by com- 
miMions to expire at the end of the next succeeding session of the General Assembly. 
6. There shall be a Council of State, to consist of three members, any one or more 
of whom may act They shall be elected by joint vote of both Houses of the Grene- 
ral Assembly, and remain in officii three yean. But of those first elected, one, to bye 
designated by lot, shall remain in office for one year only, and one othec^ to be design 
nalM in like manner, shall remain in office for two years only. Vacancies occuirii&g 
by expiration df the term of service, or otherwise, shall be supplied by elections nia£ 
in like manner. The Grovernor riiail, before he exercises any discretionary power 
conferred on him by the Constitution and laws, require the advice of the Council of 
State, which advice shall be registered in books kept for that purpose^ signed by the 
members present and consenting thereto, and laid before the General Assembly when 
eaUed for hy them. The Com^ shall appoint their own Cleik, who shall take an 
oath to keep secret such matters as he shall be ordered by the Board to conceal. The 
Senior Coimcillof shall be Lieutenant-Governor, and in case of the death, resignatibn, 
inabiHty or absence of the Governor from the seat of Crovemment, shall act .as Go- 
Tcfrnor. 

6. The manner of appointing militia i^cers shall be provided for by law ; but no 
officer below the rank of a Brigadier General, shall be appointed by the General As- 
•embly. 

1. OommiBsions and grants shall run in the name of the Cotnmonwealth of Virgi- 
nia, and bear teste by tm Governor, with the seal of the Commonwealth annexed. 

ARTICLE V. 

1. The Judicial power shall be vested in a Supreme Court of Appeals, in such Su- 
perior Courts as the Legislature may firom time to time ordain and establish, and the 
Judges thereof, in the County Courts, and in Justices of the Peace. The Legisla- 
tore may also vest such jurisdiction as shall be deemed necessary in Corporation 
Courts, and in the Magistrates who may belong to the corporate body. The jurisdie- 
tion of these tribunals, and of the Judges thereof, shall oe regulated by law. The 
Judges of the Supreme Court of Appeals and of the Superior Courts, shall hold their 
oAces during gdod behaviour, or until removed in the manner prescribed in this Con- 
sfitntioR ; and shall, at the Bi(me lime, hold no other office, appointment, or pnhlio 
tmet ; and the aceeptance thereof by either of them shall vacate his judicial office. 

3. No kw abolishing any Court shall be construed to deprive a Judge thereof of 
his office, unless two-mirds of the members of eacji nouse present concny in the 
passing thereof; but the Legislature may assign other Judicial duties to the Judges 
of Courts abolished by any law enatted by teas than two-thiids of the membem of 
each House' present 

3. The present Judges of the Supreme Court of Appeals, of the General Court, 
and of the Superior Courts of Chancery, shall remain m oflSce until tlie termination 
of the session of the first Legislature elected under this Constitution, and no longer. 

4. The Judges of the Supreme Court of Appeals and of the Superior Courts sEal 
be elected by the joint vote of both Houses of the General Assembly. 

5. The Judges of the Supreme Court of Appeals and of the Superior Courts shall 
Teceive fixed and adequate Salaries, which shall not be diminished during their conti- 
nuance in office. 

ft Jndffee may be removed ftom office by a concurrent vote of both Houses of the 
General Assemblv ; but two-thirds of the members present must ooncur in such vote, 
and the cause of removal shall be entered on the Journals of each. The Judge 
against whom the Legislature may be about to proceed, shall receive notice thereof, 
accompanied with a copy of the causes alleged for his removal, at least twenty days 
before the day on which either House of the General Assembly shall act thereupon. 

7. On the creation of any new county. Justices of the Peace shall be appointed, in 
tiie first instance, in such manner as may be prescribed by law. When vacancies 
shall occur in any county, or it shall, for any cause, be deemed necessary to increase 
the number, ampointments shall be made by the Crovemor, on the recommendatioo of 

' the respective County Courts. 

8. Tne Attorney-General shall be appointed ty joint vote of the two Houses of 
ttta General Assembly, and commissioneo by the Governor, and shall hold Iiis office 
durbg the pleasure of tlie General Assembly. The Clerks of the several Courts! 
when vacancies shdl occur, shall be appointed by their respecthre Courts, and the 
tenure of office, as well of those now in office as of those who may be hereafter ap- 
pointed, ahall be prescribed by Uw. The Sherifib and Coroners shall be nonunated 
by the reactive County Courts, and when approved by the Governor, shall be com-
